Newton Playgrounds 


Commissioner Wilson Says Smaller 
Appropriations Reduce Supervision 


The first printed report of the 
Newton Recreation Commission was 
issued on Tuesday. In it Commis- 
sioner of Recreation F. Ewing Wil- 
son, calls attention to the fact that 
this is the first printed report issued 
by this department, or its predeces- 
sor, the Playground Department 
since 1930, and that in the 1930 re- 
port the need of expansion in super- 
vision of Newton playgrounds was 
stressed. Instead of more supervi- 
sion, as was advocated in 1930, Mr. 
Wilson’s report states that our play- 
grounds in recent years have been 
receiving less supervision. 

In 1929 the city had 27 playgrounds 
with an area of 202.47 acres. In that 
year the amount appropriated in the 
budget for the Playground Depart- 
ment was $104,933 and a staff of 78 
directors and supervisors was at the 
playgrounds. In 1939 the appropria- 
tion for the Recreation Department 
was $89,616, and the city had 34 
playgrounds with an area of 329.66 
acres. Of these 25 had supervision, 
and the number of directors and su- 
pervisors was 74. Mr. Wilson com- 
ments that the city is going back- 
ward instead of forward in play- 
ground supervision. He states there 
has been an increase of 47 per cent 
during the 10 year period in the num- 
ber of playgrounds supervised, « but a 
decrease of 14.16 per cent in the 
annual appropriation for the depart- 
ment, and a decrease of 5.13 per cent 
in the number of supervisors. 

Referring to the need of providing 
recreation for grown-ups as well as 
for children, Commissioner Wilson 
says in the report: 

"One of the main problems which 
the Recreation Department now faces 
is recreation for an older age-group,” 
he stated. "Newton has long been 
famous for its children’s playgrounds 
and has also done much for adults 
but we should be progressing more 
rapidly in the broader field of recrea- 
tion. Changing conditions, such as 
shorter working hours and lack of 
gainful employment have produced a 
large number of recreation-conscious 
people whose needs we should at- 
tempt to meet. The change from 
Playground Department to Recrea- 
tion Department is simply in keep- 
ing with the trend of the time in 
preparing for enlarged fields of ac- 
tivity. 

"The only expansion that seems 
necessary in the way of playgrounds 
at the present time is at the new 
Franklin School on Derby st. in 
West Newton and at the Oak Hill 
School in Oak Hill Village. Both 
of these communities feel that a very 
real need exists in their neighbor- 
hood, there being no adequate play- 
ground* near either school. At Oak 
Hill Village it will require clearing 
of trees and several thousand yards 
of fill. At the Franklin School it 
is a matter of grading. These proj- 
ects are large enough to be under- 
taken by the WPA and, in my judg- 
ment, are worthy of serious consid- 
eration. It must, however, be kept 
in mind that any addition to our 
present playground system makes ad- 
ditional appropriation for mainte-

Newton Members of 
Legislature Get 
Assignments 


At the opening of the Legislature 
on New Year’s Day President Good- 
win of the State Senate announced 
the appointment of Senator Arthur 
W. Hollis of Newton as chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee. He 
was also chairman of this commit- 
tee at the preceding sesion of the 
Legislature. Senator Hollis is also a 
member of the Committee on Mer- 
cantile Affairs, and the Committee 
on Metropolitan Affairs. 

Speaker Christian A. Herter an- 
nounced the appointment of Repre- 
sentative Douglass B. Francis to the 
House Ways & Means Committee. He 
is the only one of the 4 Representa- 
tives from Newton who has served in 
a former session of the Legislature. 
Representative Margaret Spear was 
appointed a member of the Commit- 
tee on Education. Representative 
Clarence Colby was appointed a 
member of the Committee on State 
Administration, and the Committee 
on Water Supply. Representative 
Loomis Patrick was appointed a 
member of the Committee on Coun- 
ties, and the Committee on Public 
Health. Colby and Patrick are 
among the few new members ap- 
pointed to two committees. 


Warner Eustis Is 
Chosen Alderman 
From Ward 7 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
held the first meeting of the year at 
City Hall on Wednesday afternoon, 
January 1. Warner Eustis of 260 
Franklin st., was elected by the 
Board to succeed Clarence Colby as 
Alderman-at-Large from Ward 7. 
Colby resigned because of his elec- 
tion as Representative to the Legis- 
lature. Eustis was nominated by Al- 
derman Lockwood of Ward 7. Lock- 
wood gave the following information 
about the new Alderman. 

"Mr. Eustis was born in Newton 
in 1895, educated in the schools of 
Newton and graduated from Harvard 
College in 1918. Entering business 
he became Treasurer of J. P. Eustis 
Mfg. Co. in 1923, later becoming as- 
sociated with the Kendall Co., with 
which concern he holds the position 
of a staff officer in connection with 
research and development. 

"Mr. Eustis has been associated 
with the churches of Newton and for 
several years active in Community 
Chest effort. He has travelled wide- 
ly, is a member of many organiza- 
tions, as well as societies of educa- 
tional and scientific purpose. He 
bears a splendid reputation as a civ- 
ic-minded citizen of high character 
who has devoted much time to the 
well-being of our city and the main- 
tenance of its high standards. 

"I take much pleasure, Mr. Pres- 
ident, in placing in nomination, to 
complete the unexpired term of Al- 
derman Colby, the name of Warner 
Eustis, of 260 Franklin st., Ward 7, 
and earnestly urge his election.”

Newhall as City Treasurer and Col- 
lector, for a term of one year, and

Killed In Fall Off 
Railroad Bridge 
At West Newton 

William Walsh. 44. of 15 Prospect 
st., West Newton, was fatally in- 
jured on Thursday morning about 
10.40, when he fell from the bridge 
over the Boston & Albany tracks at 
Washington st., West Newton. He 
plunged over 30 feet and landed on 
the granite wall alongside the rail- 
road tracks. He received fractures 
of the skull, pelvis and left leg, be- 
sides internal injuries, and died an 
hour later at Newton Hospital. 

Walsh, a war veteran, had been 
mentally deranged lately. He had 
left his house yesterday morning ac- 
companied by his three year old son. 
The child was observed alone near 
the bridge by a passing woman mo- 
torist. She thought the little boy 
had strayed from his home, so she 
stopped her car, and the child di- 
rected her to the Prospect street ad- 
dress. Upon arriving there, the lit- 
tle fellow told his brothers and sis- 
ters — “Daddy fell off the bridge.” 
Police were notified, went at once 
to the scene and found Walsh lying 
beneath the bridge. 

Walsh’s wife gave birth to a child 
at the Newton Hospital only several 
days before his death. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and eight children, 
the oldest of whom is fourteen years 
of age. 

Aubumdale Boy 
Killed By Auto 

The third fatal accident caused by 
automobiles in Newton within a pe- 
riod of 5 days occurred on Saturday 
evening at 5 o’clock when a car 
driven by John De Rosier, 41, of 87 
Freeman st.. Aubumdale. hit Sarkis 
Avedisian. 15, of 286 Melrose st.. 
Aubumdale, and John Rooney, 13. of 
305 Auburn st., Aubumdale, as the 
boys were crossing Lexington st. at 
the intersection with Freeman st., 
Aubumdale. The Avedisian boy re- 
ceived a fractured skull, fracture of 
both legs and one arm. In an effort 
to save his life, his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Avedisian gave 
blood for transfusions Saturday 
night, but their son died at 8 a. m. 
Sunday. The Rooney boy received 
fractures of both legs. 

De Rosier placed the two boys in 
his car and took them to Newton 
Hospital, where he was placed un- 
der arrest by Newton policemen. He 
was charged with operating a car 
while under the influence of liquor 
and operating so as to endanger. 
When he was arraigned in the New- 
ton court on Monday an additional 
charge of manslaughter was made 
against him. The trial was continued 
until January 9, and De Rosier was 
released on $5000 bail. 

De Rosier’s car hit the two boys 
with such an impact that both its 
fenders and hood were damaged, the 
left headlight lens broken and the 
number plate bent. 

Grippe Raging In 
The Newtons 


The prevalent epidemic of grippe 
has had many victims in the New- 
tons the past two weeks. Newton 
physicians report many patients who 
have been confined to their homes 
for several days with the contagious 
cold, and the Newton police depart- 
ment reports that seventeen of its 
members were off duty at one time 
the past week. While the current 
edition of "grippe” is not of a dan- 
gerous type, many of those who have 
it, perspired profusely, and became 
quite weakened. Bronchitis and 
laryngitis also accompanied the sick- 
ness in many cases.

Thirty organizations, veteran, civ- 
il. fraternal and patriotic of this city, 
are co-operating in the plans for the 
testimonial and it is hoped that thou- 
sands of tickets will be sold the pro- 
ceeds from which will buy comforts 
for the men who are giving up their 
homes and occupations for a year to 
enter army service at small pay. 

In less than two weeks, on Janu- 
ary 16, the five Newton units of the 
National Guard will be on duty as 
part of the 26th Division of the 
United States Army at Camp Ed- 
wards, Cape Cod. These units are — 
Company C, 101st Infantry; Head- 
quarters Staff, 101st Quartermaster 
Regiment: Headquarters Company, 
101st Quartermaster Regt.; Service 
Company. 101st Quartermaster Regt.; 
Medical Detachment, 101st Quarter- 
master Regt. Although all these 
units have had their quarters at the 
West Newton State Armory', all of 
the members are not residents of this 
city, but a large percentage are. 
The two companies and the three 
smaller units include about 200 en- 
listed men and 20 officers. The 
companies are now on a peace 
strength, but will be largely in- 
creased after arrival at Camp Ed- 
wards by early quotas of draftees.

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THE STATE GOVERNMENT TAKES OFFICE 

The government of Massachusetts for the immediate two years 
has been inaugurated. Leverett Saltonstall as Governor and 
other elected state officials took the oaths of their respective 
offices yesterday noon. The 152nd session of the General Court 
of Massachusetts convened on Wednesday, its members were duly 
sworn to office, and began to function after an absence from the 
State House of some sixteen months. Many legislative proposals 
have been filed before the legislature, of which a comparative 
few will be enacted into law. The Governor’s message, striking 
a keynote of defense, contains numerous recommendations as well 
as giving to the public in general a picture of the condition of 
Massachusetts. Of necessity the Governor’s message contains 
but few figures as such detailed requirements for the financial 
operation of the state will be dealt with more adequately in the 
budget message which will be forthcoming in another few weeks. 

However, during the past two years, it is noteworthy that the 
state begins the current biennial with a surplus of free cash of 
more than three and a quarter millions of dollars instead of a 
deficit which existed two years ago. There is also over two and 
a half million dollars in the Highway Fund. Yet in these past 
two years the state debt has been reduced by almost one half and 
in addition nearly ten millions of dollars each year has been turned 
back to the cities and towns to assist in local road work. The 
year 1940 has also shown a reduction in tax rates in two hundred 
and fifteen cities and towns, the biggest reduction in thirty years. 

While it is gratifying to witness the great improvement in the 
financial picture of the state a continued adherence to sound pol- 
icies and continued sincere application of honest effort to gov- 
ernment for all must be continued. The Governor aptly points 
out “today the country faces the greatest emergency in its his- 
tory. Massachusetts, as in the past, will play her part”. And 
that part will come in the co-operative effort of all real Ameri- 
cans — to maintain a defense program that will preserve our 
national unity and integrity. 


OUR COMMUNITY RESPONSIBILITY 

Two weeks from tomorrow, after weeks and months of an 
almost endless amount of detailed work leading to the organiza- 
tion and development of plans for efficient operation, the 1941 
Greater Boston Community Fund campaign will actually get 
under way An appeal for a New Year’s resolution of united 
action was made this week to every citizen of Newton by the 
general chairman of the fund through the local chairman, Wil- 
liam V. M. Fawcett. This year, for the first time, the Newton 
Community Chest has joined the Greater Boston fund in a co- 
operative effort in behalf of the many hospitals, social service 
agencies, charitable institutions and character-building organiza- 
tions which are dependent upon the generosity of all civic mind- 
ed citizens for their very existence. The resolution is entitled 
“our four-point community responsibility for 1941.” 

1. TO DEFEND Greater Boston against disease, pov- 
erty, crime, despair and defeatism — FOR these are en- 
emies within that weaken our defenses, undermine morale 
and imperil our American way of life. 

2. TO BUILD America’s first line of defense by help- 
ing to build healthy, vigorous, self-reliant and liberty- 
loving citizens — FOR they are the strength of our com- 
munity and of our nation. 

3. TO LABOR of our own free will for the good of 
all people, shoulder to shoulder with our fellow-citizens 
of all parties, races, creeds — FOR this is the highest 
expression and the strongest safeguard of democracy. 

4. TO GIVE, therefore, the utmost of our time and 
means to our Community Fund — FOR it is the greatest 
united volunteer force in our community for safeguard- 
ing our people and preserving our democratic institu- 
tions. 

The goal of $4,883,000 to be raised throughout forty-six cities 
and towns by February 5 is the minimum amount needed to sup- 
port the Fund’s 200 hospitals, health and social service agencies 
for the coming year. Plan now to do your share.

Powers 9 Paragraphs 


In his talk over the radio on Sun- 
day night, President Roosevelt said: 
“I believe the axis powers are not 
going to win this war. I base that 
belief on the latest and best informa- 
tion.” The President was more op- 
timistic than a few weeks previously 
when he told the folks at Warm 
Springs, Georgia, that he would re- 
turn there next spring if civiliza- 
tion survives. 

While the President was speaking 
over the radio swarms of German 
warplanes were showering many 
thousands of incendiary bombs on 
London and destroying much of the 
heart of that ancient capital of Eng- 
land. Which emphasized Mr. Roose- 
velt’s statement: "But all our present 
efforts are not enough. The United 
States must have more ships, more 
guns, more planes. — more every- 
thing.” He said that the United 
States must be the arsenal of democ- 
racy; it must supply Great Britain, 
and manufacture war equipment for 
its own defence. And the day fol- 
lowing the President’s speech it was 
officially announced that this country 
at the present time is producing 
700 warplanes a month. Germany 
is producing four or five times that 
number. Whatever is the latest news 
that was received by the President, 
which leads him to believe that the 
axis powers will not win this war, it 
certainly does not hinge on the pres- 
ent production of warplanes by Brit- 
ain and the U. S. A., as compared 
with the production by Germany of 
these most potent weapons of the 
war. So if the axis powers are not 
to win the war, the U. S. A. will 
have to show much better results in 
airplane production the coming six 
months than it has during the past 
six months. What the production of 
airplanes will be in 1942 does not, 
in our opinion count a great deal. 
Because we believe that the war 
will be decided during 1941. It is 
generally believed, both by the British 
and others, that Germany will soon 
launch a terrific attack on Great 
Britain. Should such an attack over- 
whelm that island, it could mean the 
winning of this war by Germany. 

There is a professor in a nearby 
university who has obtained consid- 
erable publicity recently by his war- 
mongering. He advocates the U. S. 
A. plunging at once into the war be- 
tween Britain and Germany. He 
seems to believe that war is glori- 
ous, according to what we have 
heard regarding his philosophy. One 
of the "glorious’’ things of war is — 
that the flower of the young man- 
hood of participating countries is se- 
lected to be slaughtered in the whole- 
sale murder. Only the physically 
and mentally fit are accepted to serve 
as cannon-fodder. 

For instance — U. S. Army physi- 
cians are very exacting in passing 
for military service young men who 
registered in the recent draft. We 
recently heard of a young giant, six 
feet and three inches tall, who weighs 
about 250 and has tremendous 
strength, who was rejected because 
his teeth were somewhat defective. 
Which reminds us of a very husky 
young man who was rejected in the 
last World War when he wanted to 
enlist, because a couple of his mo- 
lars were decayed. That disappoint- 
ed youth said: “What in Hell do they 
expect us to light with? Our teeth!” 

The young men who enlist for mil- 
itary service, or who are drafted, will 
not light with their teeth. But, most 
of the warmongers are mouth fight- 
ers. 


We read of devastating raids al- 
most nightly over London and other 
English cities; of 500 and 1000 pound 
bombs dropped in large quantities 
from German warplanes to wreak de- 
struction. W'e see photographs sent 
to this country from England show- 
ing the terrible effects of the high 
explosive and incendiary bombs 
dropped by Nazi aviators. And we 
read reports sent back from Eng- 
land by one after another of those 
journalists and reporters from the 
U. S. A. who have gone to that coun- 
try in recent months, and who as- 
sert that they saw very little dam- 
age in that country as a result of 
the incessant bombings by Nazi war- 
planes. How do these U. S. A. jour- 
nalists expect us to believe their 
statements in the face of reports and 
photographs passed by British cen- 
sors ? 


Newspapers in Massachusetts re- 
ceived last week from a press asso- 
ciation an article relative to the pro- 
posed State lottery which is spon- 
sored by the Massachusetts Society 
for Old Age Pensions, and the Home 
Owners League. The purpose of the 
State lottery is to increase old age 
assistance, and reduce taxes on real 
estate. 

The news article we refer to sta- 
ted that the Legislature probably 
will not vote in favor of the bill for 
the State lottery, despite the fact 
that at the election in November a 
referendum on this lottery showed 
that the people of Massachusetts are 
overwhelmingly in favor of it. The 
article states that racing and gam- 
bling groups oppose the proposed 
State lottery bill because such a lot- 
tery would cut into their "business." 

We agree with tho news article in 
the prediction that many of the Leg- 
islators whose districts voted in fa- 
vor of the lottery, will oppose the 
bill. There is more "sugar” avail- 
able from the racing and gambling 
interests than there would be from 
a Stute operated lottery. 

The newspaper article refers to the 
opposition of Cardinal O’Connell and 
Governor Saltonstall against a State 
lottery. It quotes the Governor us 
suying "We have not reached that 


stage in our civilization yet. A tax- 
raising lottery is undemocratic any- 
how. It hits those who can least af- 
ford it. I would he surprised at my- 
self if I ever recommended it." 

The writer has favored a State lot- 
tery and condemned the State con- 
trolled pari-mutuel gambling at horse 
and dog racing tracks. The Gover- 
nor apparently condones the latter 
type of gambling, because we have 
not heard or read of his opposition 
to it. We disagree with the Gov- 
ernor in favoring a State lottery and 
opposing pari-mutuel gambling, and 
we use the Governor’s argument 
"that it hits those who can least af- 
ford it,” as much more applicable to 
pari-mutuel gambling than it is to a 
State lottery. 

A State lottery might be conducted 
only four times each year. But even 
though it were operated every month, 
most persons playing it would only 
buy one ticket at a cost of $1 or $2. 
And if they never won, their yearly 
loss would be only a few dollars. In 
contrast, there are 8 or 9 races daily 
or nightly at horse and dog tracks, 
and the minimum bet under the pari- 
mutuel system is $2 on each race — 
and the daily double. Thus, those 
who indulge in pari-mutuel gambling, 
can, and do, lose more in one day or 
night at a race track, than they 
would in a year by purchasing tick- 
ets of a State lottery. And there 
have been plenty of pari-mutuel ad- 
dicts who have embezzled, and not 
paid bills they owed for the neces- 
saries of life because of their losses 
in pari-mutuel gambling. And we 
knew of some who committed suicide. 
We don’t expect that certain Sena- 
tors who opposed Governor Salton- 
stall’s demand for increases in the 
tax paid to the Commonwealth to the 
State by the dog-racing tracks will 
vote for the lottery bill. Neither 
do we expect support for the lottery 
bill by a prominent political strate- 
gist and mentor of some of our lead- 
ing statesmen, who lobbied in the 
interests of the dog-racing tracks. 

Alderman Donald McKay, at a re- 
cent meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men said — "It is impossible to sep- 
arate the citizens of Newton into 
two groups — those who pay water 
bills, and those who pay taxes — be- 
cause the two are thoroughly com- 
mingled. But for the purpose of de- 
bate let us assume they are quite 
distinct. Neither should be subsi- 
dized or penalized for the benefit of 
the other. Justice then would be 
attained by the Water Department 
contributing $100,000 annually to the 
general surplus account of the city. 
If instead of doing this, its own sur- 
plus is used for capital expenditures, 
the taxpayer is penalized." In the 
same speech befira the Board of Al- 
dermen, Mr. Mc^ay remarked that 
the Water Department is a self-sup- 
porting utility owned by the city, and 
because it is public property, it is tax- 
exempt. If it were privately owned 
it would pay the city about $100,000 
annually in taxes, because its unde- 
preciated cost value as of Januarv 
1, 1940 was $4,635,602. 

We dj not agree with Mr. Mc- 
Kay’s argument. Public ownership 
of water systems by cities and towns 
was established generally not alone 
to guarantee dependable and pure 
supply of that greatest essential, 
water, but also to provide it at the 
lowest possible cost. Being a pub- 
lic-owned utility, and therefore tax- 
exempt, is one reason why city and 
town owned water systems provide 
water at less cost to consumers 
than would be the case if they were 
privately owned, or owned by some 
gigantic holding company with head- 
quarters in some other State. 

I was a member of that Board 
of Aldermen which some years ago 
raised the water rates in Newton 
to meet extraordinary conditions. 
There was a deficit in the Water De- 
partment, and much new construc- 
tion of water mains, plus cleaning of 
old mains was required at that time. 
When the rates were increased, it was 
understood that within a few years 
they would be lowered. The rates 
to larger consumers were lowered, 
but not to a large percentage of resi- 
dents of Newton. And these are the 
less wealthy residents. 

The City of Newton ranked first in 
November among cities of Massachu- 
setts between 50,000 and 100,000 pop- 
ulation as regards highway safety. 
This good record went the other way 
when in the last week of December 
three fatal automobile accidents oc- 
curred in Newton. One was not 
caused by reckless driving of a motor 
vehicle. This was the unfortunate 
death of a little child who had alight- 
ed from an automobile and who sud- 
denly ran under an approaching 
truck. The sc cond fatality involved 
a Quincy youth who approached a 
main street intersection at irrespon- 
sible speed, hit another automobile 
and then crashed into a traffic signal 
sot in unyielding cement. He was 
not a resident of Newton and New- 
ton police cannot be blamed for his 
recklessness. 

The third fatality resulted in the 
death of one boy and serious injur- 
ies to another boy. The driver of 
the automobile which hit these two 
boys is charged with driving under 
tin* influence of liquor, driving to 
endanger, and manslaughter. The 
person enarged with these offences is 
a recent resident of Newton.

To obtain it he had to 
climb over a barricade of settees, 
carrying his bicycle with him, crawl 
through a hogshead, ride over a tilt- 
ing board, and climb a slack rope 
fence.

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, Dec. 26, 1890 
The Adams Express office was the 
busiest place in Newton, next to the 
postoffice during the week before 

Christmas. Three teams and extra 
men worked from early morning 

until late at night delivering pack- 
ages. 


One Newton lady who has charge 
of the “Santa Claus Agency" had 137 
children on her list this year, and 
Santa was so generous that each 
child received a pair of shoes, rub- 
bers and warm flannels, besides a 
generous amount of toys and books. 

The necessity of providing a public 
playground at Nonantum grows more 
apparent. The population is grow- 
ing so large that all available places 
which can now be had will soon be 
taken up with the steady progress of 
building. The Newton Hygiene & 
Emergency Society recommends 
prompt action, and it is understood 
the city will bear some of the ex- 
pense, provided the citizens do their 
share. 


On Monday night a joint conven- 
tion of committees of the Board of 
Aldermen and the Common Council 
for the hearing on sewerage assess- 
ments. Alderman Harbach explained 
the proposed method. He said the 
city would assume the cost of main- 
tenance and its proportionate cost of 
the Metropolitan system, but the city 
sewers were to be assessed directly 
to the abuttors, and the average cost 
was found to be $3 per running foot, 
$1.50 for each side of the street. 

D. W. Farquhar questioned wheth- 
er the $3 is a right and equitable 
charge, and whether it would cover 
tho cost of sewers, sub-soil drains 
and surface drains. He said the com- 
mittee had not taken the public into 
its confidence us much as it should 
have done. The city charter gives 
citizens the right to have a hearing 
on all such matters. The sewers may 
not be completed for 10 or 15 years, 
and citizens should not be tuxed for 
work to be done in the future. Al- 
dermen Fenno suid he had signed 


the minority report of tho commit- 
tee, and wanted the cost of the sow- 
ers largely financed by long time 
bonds. We are building them for fu- 
ture use, and the future residents 
should help pay for them. Tho whole 
system in Newton will cost$2,000,000, 
and $300,000 of this amount, for 
main sewers, should be bonded. 

Dr. Otis Hunt said that to pay for 
the sewers as they are built 
would be a burden, and the cost had 
better be extended over a term of 
years. Matters could be eased by 
putting half the cost on abuttors and 
half on bonds. He said the cost 
would not be equalled anyway. A 
man on a main street with land there 
assessed for 50 cents a foot, and the 
houses at $10,000, will be taxed the 
same as the poor man on a side 
street, where land is worth only 10 
cents a foot, and the house only 
$3000. We should in some way make 
people pay in proportion to their 
means. 

Marcus Morton asked if any other 
city or town has the same system of 
financing the cost of the sewers as 
Newton plans, and Alderman Har- 
bach told him the system is copied 
from that used by Brookline. Aider- 
man Fenno said the Metropolitan 
sewer will not be finished until 1892, 
so there is no need of decidirfg at 
once, as no assessments can be col- 
lected until sewer connections with 
houses will he made. In answer to a 
question, Alderman Harbach said 
that most cities assume one-quarter 
of the cost of sewers, and three- 
quarters are assessed on abuttors. 


Red Cross Offers 
Splendid Courses in 
First Aid & Hygiene 


Courses in First Aid and Home Hy- 
giene have been arranged by the 
Newton Chapter of Red Cross. As 
always, the Newton Chapter is in 
the vanguard in following aims and 
suggestions of the National Organi- 
zation. As part of the National De- 
fense program the American Red 
Cross is stressing the importance of 
preparedness in being able to cope 
with disaster, as it may affect the 
home, as well as community welfare. 
No thinking person, versed in the 
practical value of emergency first 
aid, can help but realize the impor- 
tant part this special knowledge 
would play in time of national crisis. 

Beginning Friday, January 17, a 
Course in First Aid, will be given by 
Miss H. Margaret Norcross, author- 
ized instructor for the Newton Chap- 
ter, at the Newtonville Branch Li- 
brary, from 9:30 to 11:30 a. m. This 
course is open to adults, and they 
should apply in writing, giving ad- 
dress, and, if possible, telephone num- 
ber, to Headquarters, 12 Austin st., 
Newtonville, before January 10th. 
From these applications classes will 
be formed, and applicants will be 
notified of details. Red Cross certi- 
ficates, issued by the National Organ- 
ization at Washington, will be award- 
ed to all who pass the course suc- 
cessfully. Practical demonstrations 
of methods to use, in various kinds 
of accidents or emergency sickness, 
will illustrate the facts explained in 
the lectures. 

Courses in Home Hygiene, giving 
instruction and demonstration as to 
how to safeguard the home, and to 
care for the sick, will begin Wednes- 
day, February 19, also in charge of 
Miss Norcross. These classes will 
be held at Founders’ Hall, Newton 
Hospital, mornings, from 9:30 to 
11:30 o’clock. Registrations for these 
must be made before February 5th. 
National certificates also will be 
awarded in this course. 

It is necessary to give this early 
announcement in order that the many 
who will be eager to take these 
courses may apply, and the several 
classes in eacli course may be made 
up, anu full information sent or tele- 
phoned to applicants in ample time 
for their attendance. 

Of interest to those who may wish 
to iv_ue up seriously the instructing 
of such classes, under sponsorship of 
local Red Cross Chapters, there is 
the announcement of a First Aid In- 
structors’ Training Course to be con- 
ducted in Framingham, during the 
period January 20th to January 31st, 
with classes in three-hour periods. 
This course has been assigned to the 
American Red Cross Field Represen- 
tative, Frank B. Holland. 

Candidates applying for this course 
must bo 20 years ot age, or over; 
possess potential teaching ability; 
and have definite plans for conduct- 
ing certificated Red Cross First Aid 
Courses upon qualifying for the In- 
structor appointment. There is no 
expense attached to the course, be- 
yond the purchase of the Red Cross 
First Aid Textbook.

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Modern People Neglect 

Essentials of Full Living 

We’ve added a lot of shining im- 
provements to our way of living 
since the days when the hitching 
post was an essential part of every 
front yard, but somewhere along the 
speedway we’ve lost some things 
that were most important. 

Life was simpler in the old days 
and harder too. There was more 
quiet and more courtesy— and Sun- 
day was the Sabbath, a day re- 
served for church rather than Flash 
Gordon. 

I think children had more respect 
for the stern father who refused to 
tolerate laziness or impertinence 
than they have for today’s bewild- 
ered parent who has been thorough- 
ly cowed by the psychiatrist and pro- 
gressive educator. 

Both children and adults were 
more self-sufficient in the past. The 
radio and movies have left us with 
little incentive to exercise either our 
hands or our brains. It seems a 
waste of time to practice scales 
when a whirl of the dial can bring 
the wizardry of Rachmaninoff or 
Heifetz into the room, and our books 
grow dusty while we sit hypnotized 
at the latest Hollywood master- 
piece. This is the machine age, de- 
signed to give women more leisure 
time, but how few of us use that 
time to improve ourselves, to help 
our families, our communities, our 
fellowmen! 

Perhaps we’ve been so busy de- 
veloping the attributes of a comfort- 
able and a long life that we’ve for- 
gotten the essentials that make up a 
good one. 


Spiders Found in Brazil 

That Often Eat Snakes 

Snakes commonly eat spiders and 
other insects. But in Brazil there 
are also spiders which eat snakes, 
it was announced recently by Dr. Vi- 
tal Brasil of Nichtheroy, Brazil. 

He says the snake-eating spider is 
called the "gramtnostola,” that it 
is very fond of several snakes but 
especially likes one called the “jar- 
araca” or “lachesis atrox.” 

When the spider shoots its neuro- 
toxic venom into a snake, the latter 
suffers local cramps and then teta- 
nus, with convulsions, progressive 
paralysis and death by stoppage of 
breathing. Then the spider spends 
days dining on his victim. 

The "jararaca” snake also is ven- 
omous, but his poison will not kill 
the grammostola spider. 

Dr. Brasil is the founder of the 
Butantan institute in Sao Paulo, Bra- 
zil, which visitors generally remem- 
ber as the "snake farm,’’ and which 
has done much in supplying counter- 
agents tor snakebites. 

He found there are two general 
types of spider bite — the neuro-toxic 
which causes paralysis and death, 
and the necrosant, which usually 
produces a severe wound or scar 
but is rarely fatal. 

He produced a serum which proved 
effective against spiders and scor- 
pions. The latter, in some parts 
of Brazil, take a heavy toll of chil- 
dren. 


Lincoln’s Famous Letter 

Abraham Lincoln’s famous letter 
to Mrs. Bixby was, "Dear Madam: I 
have been shown in the files of the 
War Department a statement of the 
adjutant general of Massachusetts 
that you are the mother of five sons 
who have died gloriously on the field 
of battle. I feel how weak and fruit- 
less must be any word of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you from 
the grief of a loss so overwhelm- 
ing. But I cannot refrain from ten- 
dering you the consolation that may 
be found in the thanks of the repub- 
lic they died to save. I pray that 
our heavenly father may assuage 
the anguish of your bereavement, 
and leave you only the cherished 
memory of the loved and lost, and 
the solemn pride that must be yours 
to have laid so costly a sacrifice 
upon the altar of freedom. Yours 
very sincerely and respectfully, A. 
Lincoln." 


Reciprocal Obligation 

Being a fervent collector of auto- 
graphs, Andrew Carnegie once 
asked a friend who was visiting Ger- 
many to obtain the autograph of the 
German biologist-philosopher Ernst 
Haeckel, who had recently published 
his startling book, "The Riddle of 
the Universe.’’ 

Some weeks later Carnegie re- 
ceived the autograph of the wily 
Haeckel. The philosopher had writ- 
ten: “Professor Haeckel of the Uni- 
versity of Jena acknowledges the 
receipt of a new high-power micro- 
scope for the biological institute of 
the university and deeply thanks 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie for the gift.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s canny Scotch blood 
appreciated the hint: He promptly 
forwarded the microscope to the 
university. 


Hunt for Rare Skeletons 

A search for remains of animals 
which lived more than 30,000,000 
years ago is under way in the heart 
of South Dakota's badlands by a 
joint expedition of the National Geo- 
graphic society and the South Dako- 
ta State School of Mines. 

National Geographic society head- 
quarters in Washington announced 
the expedition is searching particu- 
larly for skeletons of proto.eras and 
titanothers, which once roamed the 
western plains in great numbers 

The badlands, weirdly eroded bj 
wind and water into mr.umorabU 
pinnacles and gullies, were once roll 
ing grass qoveretl plains. 


McKay Contradicts 
Hoffman on Cost of 
Water Rond Issue 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on December 23, Alderman 
Hoffman, in opposing the issuance of 
bonds to defray the cost of water 
main construction, stated that it 
would cost the city $13,000 for the 
interest on the $50,000 bond issue 
over a term of 15 years. The fol- 
lowing statement from Alderman Mc- 
Kay of the Finance Committee, con- 
tradicts Alderman Hoffman’s conten- 
tion: 

"In the discussion of the fifteen 
year $50,000 Water Department bond 
issue on December 23rd it was stated 
by the one opponent that the total 
interest charges would be about $13,- 
000. Apparently the alderman over- 
looked two important facts. First, it 
will be a serial issue, $4,000 matur- 
ing in each of the first ten years, 
and $2,000 maturing in each of the 
last five years. Second, interest rates 
are now so low that the first ten ma- 
turities can probably carry *4% cou- 
pons, and the balance 1% or 1V4% 
coupons. If the entire issue is sold 
with 1 % coupons, the total inter- 
est charges for fifteen years will be 
slightly over $3,600. So many per- 
sons have detected the discrepancy 
that it seems proper to issue this 
explanation. Several of us were re- 
miss in not challenging it during the 
debate.”

Expert Advises Women 

To Budget Their Time 

Most health authorities tell us to 
figure out how much sleep we need 
per night, then to bend every effort 
to get that amount. 

But here’s an expert who says that 
the important thing is to figure out 
how many hours of activity— mental 
and physical— you can stand per 
day, then to organize your resting 
and sleeping hours accordingly. 

She is Josephine L. Rathbone, Ph. 
D., assistant professor of health and 
physical education at Teachers’ col- 
lege, Columbia university. 

"Make it your business to find out 
how much stimulation you can 
stand," says the dark-haired, attrac- 
tive Miss Rathbone. "Study until 
you know definitely. 

"It’s a great mistake to continue 
to drive yourself. When you have 
done all that your body will do will- 
ingly, stop going at top speed and 
let down.” 

Miss Rathbone says that the obvi- 
ous lack cf poise among so many 
women today is the result of trying 
to do too much. They leave them- 
selves no time at all for relaxation. 

"The homemaker who finds her- 
self physically tired and extremely 
nervous after a morning of getting 
the children off to school and putting 
the house in order ought not to force 
herself to play bridge that after- 
noon. It’s a nap — not bridge — that 
she* needs.” 

Miss Rathbone is even firmer in 
her convictions about what the ca- 
reer woman should and should not 
do. 

“A day’s work never hurt any- 
one,” says the practical teacher. 
"But a day’s work plus a speaking 
engagement at luncheon, a dinner 
date to discuss business and an eve- 
ning of finishing a paper for the 
board of directors or an article for a 
magazine is too much for the aver- 
age business woman.” 


Unmatched Eye Images 

Often Cause Headaches 

Just as some persons have one 
foot larger than the other, there are 
persons who have one eye that sees 
a larger image than does the other 
eye, reports the Better Vision In- 
stitute. This condition is known as 
“aniseikonia.” Recent studies indi- 
cate that cases of unmatched visual 
images are not uncommon. The 
condition frequently may result in 
fatigue from reading, headaches, 
nervousness and train or sea-sick- 
ness. 

An interesting case of unequal 
visual images is reported in a col- 
lege student. He was found to have 
normal vision in each eye, but was 
subject to headaches, blurred vi- 
sion after extensive use of his eyes 
in reading. He had taken for six 
months orthoptic eye exercises with- 
out relief. Investigation showed 
that the size of the image in the 
right eye was 3 per cent smaller 
than the image in his left eye. Spec- 
tacles to correct the aniseikonia 
were provided. His headaches 
were reduced immediately, he can 
read longer without fatigue, and at 
the same time blurred, double vision 
was eliminated. 


More Toys 

Toy orders placed thus far this 
year are about 15 pet cent ahead of 
comparative 1939 figures, H. E. 
Luhrs, president of the Toy Manu- 
facturers of the U. S. A., Inc., an- 
nounced recently. Mr. Luhrs also 
stated that the American toy indus- 
try was virtually independent of for- 
eign sources of supply and regard- 
less of war conditions this country’s 
normal quota of $230,000,000 worth of 
toys would be available. 

"If buyers will protect themselves 
by placing orders early enough to 
permit the manufacture of the mer- 
chandise, American toy makers are 
certain that they can fill all require- 
ments as usual, no matter what hap- 
pens abroad,” he said. 

The interest in national defense, 
he added, has been reflected in in- 
creased production of toy airplanes, 
toy soldiers and sailors in Ameri- 
can uniforms, miniature sub- 
marines, destroyers, coast gun de- 
fenses, air rifles, marksmanship 
ranges and games based on battle 
strategy. 


Plaster Cracks Unavoidable 

There’s nothing quite so disheart- 
ening to a homemaker as a freshly 
decorated room that has suddenly 
developed ugly plaster cracks. 

Tragic though it may be, it’s un- 
derstandable. Plastering brings 
into the house between 200 and 300 
gallons of water that must be evap- 
orated. In the evaporation process 
the lumber framing of the house is 
subject to warping and twisting. The 
natural result is broken plaster. 

• A new and successful solution to 
this problem is the use of insulation 
board lath as a plaster base. The 
lath forms a moisture-resistant bar- 
rier between the plaster and fram- 
ing which will not buckle as the 
plaster dries out. 

The insulating lath is obtainable 
in thicknesses of one-half inch, 
three-quarter inch and one inch and 
furnishes valuable insulation protec- 
tion in addition to providing a 
stronger plaster base.

that glaring headlights on the first 
car his automobile collided with hud 
blinded him. 


Business at*prcsent is booming, par- 
ticularly in the retail lines, but busi- 
ness men aro still uncertain of the 
future. The physical volume of busi- 
ness is higher now than in 1928 or in : 
1937 and is close to the peak of 1929, i 
being 30 per cent above normal. 

In a survey of business conditions, j 
Mr. Babson listed the following as- | 
sets: Retail trade is booming, resi- i 
dential building construction figures 
are up, bank deposits are greater, and 
business failures are lower. On the | 
debit side of the ledger are the fol- . 
lowing: Foreign trade has been great- 
ly curtailed, higher costs are ex- 
pected in industry due to a labor 
situation that is only mediocre, and 
rising taxes. 

Tn regard to the rearmament pro- 
gram. Mr. Babson feels that it will 
•°dd 10 per cent to the national pro- 
duction in 1941. Even if England 
should fall, the armament industry 
would still be going at top speed. ; 
All in all, the favorable factors out- : 
weigh the unfavorable, and the Bab- I 
son Organization predicts that busi- 
ness volume in 1941 will be 10 per j 
cent greater than in 1940, with in- 
creased employment, good retail 
trade, and excellent general busi- 
ness. 

In regard to the stock market, Mr. 
Babson said that current stock prices 
were out of line with production fig- 
ures. He felt particularly optimistic 
in regard to rearmament industries, 
namely, chemicals, steel, rails, and 
electricals. The only bearish factor 
is the tax situation, but the speaker 
feels that the market will improve 
in sympathy with the present up- 
swing in production. 

In speaking of the long-term impli- 
cations, Mr. Babson stated that af- 
ter the rearmament boom is over 
there would be a decentralization of 
industry. Several of the so-called 
rearmament industries should be able 
to carry on commercially, notably 
aviation and plastics. 

In speaking of the public debt and 
inflation, Mr. Babson stated that the 
country could stand higher pub- 
lic debt, but what alarms the sta- 
tisticians is the current trend of go- 
ing continually into debt even in good 
business years. This would eventu- 
ally result in the devaluation of our 
money with a loss, not only to the 
rich, hut also to every workingman 
due to recent social security legis- 
lation. 

This country can have a real hon- 
est stable economy only through sac- 
rifice and only if the people of the 
United States are willing to practice 
the old New England virtues of hon- 
esty, courage, thrift, and initiative. 
It is possible to amortize the pub- 
lic debt and, to quote "get out of the 
hole in which we find ourselves.”

nance and supervision mandatory. 
We have added playgrounds and at 
the same time reduced labor and 
supervision to the point where the 
usual high standard of service cannot 
be maintained.”

Coach Enoch Talks 
At Nat. Convention 
Of Track Coaches

Among the other 
speakers were Edward S. Parsons, of 
Northeastern University, president 
of the Association, of College Track 
Coaches of America; Major John L. 
Griffith, secretary of the National 
Collegiate A. A.; Asa A. Bushnell, ex- 
ecutive officer Eastern I. A. A. and 
I. C. A. A. A. A.; Harry Hillman of 
Dartmouth, secretary of the Associa- 
tion of College Track Coaches; Av- 
ery Brown, president American 
Olympic Association; Ralph Young, 
Director of Athletics at Michigan 
State College; and E. C. Hayes, 
Track Coach, Indiana University. 

Coach Enoch developed his topic 
on three themes. First, an appeal 
for more persons to interest them- 
selves in track coaching. In many 
places coaches with little experience 
and not too great an interest in track 
are assigned to that sport in their 
schools and their lack of enthusiasm 
and interest for that branch of ath- 
letics is a handicap to its develop- 
ment. Second, an appeal to all 
coaches to not overwork track ath- 
letes. It is Mr. Enoch’s contention 
that, schoolboy track athletes need as 
little as half of that of a college 
competitor. College track methods 
imposed on high school youngsters 
are apt to impair their health and 
many coaches who have engaged in 
college competition impose their own 
training schedule upon younger boys 
without much thought. Third, an ap- 
peal to make track more popular 
with spectators by running off meets 
with increased efficiency. Members 
of the audience were amazed to learn 
that Coach Enoch and other officials 
in charge of Newton’s outdoor quad- 
rangular meets in the spring have 
repeatedly completed a nine-event 
program in a little more than an 
hour. He alsq urged that distances 
in the field events, and particularly 
the jumps, be measured more accur- 
ately in order that a boy who is capa- 
ble of doing a certain height or dis- 
tance may not be overestimated in 
his performances by practice figures 
which show better than he can ac- 
tually perform.

Before Christmas Father Farra- 
gher, pastor of the church there, was 
dismayed at the prospect of being 
without a Christmas Crib for his 
chapel, but he was pleasantly sur- 
prised by receiving a complete crib 
of Bethlehem from Bishop Richard 
Cushing, pastor of Sacred Heart 
Church, Newton Centre, and a good 
friend of the colored missions in the 
South. 

Father Farragher writes that it 
was heartwarming to see the people 
who came to the midnight mass 
gather about the crib to gaze in awe 
at the beauty of the ensemble. For 
most of them, it was the first time 
they had seen such a display and 
they were enthusiastic. On Christmas 
Eve a gift arrived from the senior 
Sunday School of Our Lady’s 
Church, Newton, through its secre- 
tary, Betty Campbell. 


Form Company of 
Slate Guard Here 


Captain George Hennrikus, veter- 
an of (he World War and former Na- 
tional Guard officer, has received or- 
ders to recruit a company of the 
State Guard in Newton. This com- 
pany will replace, for home defence 
purposes Company C of the 101st 
Infantry, the Newton National Guard 
unit which is to join the U. S. Army 
on January 16 at Camp Edwards. 

The new State Guard Company in 
Newton will be known as C Com- 
pany, 23rd Infantry, Massachusetts 
State Guard. Captain Hennrikus will 
bo its commander and A. Leo I’nlfe, 
also a World War veteran, will be 
1st Lieutenant. The company will 
have three officers and 61 enlisted 
men. Any man, physically fit, be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 51 is elig- 
ible for enlistment. Those between 
21 and 35 are men in the deferred 
classes of the draft. The enlistment 
period is for 3 years, and a minor 
physical examination will be re- 
quired. There will be no pay re- 
ceived by members of the State 
Guard. There will be a drill one 
night each week, and possibly a tour 
of duty at camp in the summer. The 
Federal government will supply ri- 
fles, bayonets and scabbards, and the 
State will supply all other equip- 
ment. 


Thomas H. Eliot 
Assumes Office 

Ready to take his seat in Congress, 
Jan. 3, Thomas H. Eliot of Cam- 
bridge left Wednesday night for 
Washington. He arrived there a day 
early in order to keep a dinner en- 
gagement at the White House Thurs- 
day evening. 

The new Congressman announced 
that his office in Cambridge was be- 
ing moved to the second floor of the 
Post Office in Central sq., and would 
open immediately, with Miss Eleanor 
Baker and John A. Dolan in charge. 
He said that if the press of busi- 
ness permitted, he hoped to return to 
the district for a brief time in Feb- 
ruary and again in March. 

“But the job in Washington will 
be a big one,” Eliot said. "Never has 
Congress met under graver circum- 
stances. The President’s speech last 
Sunday laid down a clear and vigor- 
ous policy in principle, but it will be 
up to Congress to wrestle with the 
all-important details. 

“I also consider it my special duty 
to represent the people of the Ninth 
District. My office will be open and 
my services available to all the vo- 
ters of the district, regardless of po- 
litical affiliations. In this time of 
stress, we are all just Americans, 
first, last, and always.”

Underwriters 
Make Report on 
Two-Platoon 


On Monday Mayor Goddard made 
public the ronort recently received 
from the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters as a result made of 
the Newton Fire Department. This 
survey was made on request of mem- 
bers of the Newton Board of Aider- 
men in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the two-platoon system 
in the department. The two-platoon 
system was authorized by a referen- 
dum vote of citizens of Newton at 
the election in November. The sys- 
tem has to be established within 
90 days following the election. 

Although the recommendation in 
the report of the Fire Underwrit- 
ers calls for the appointment of 31 
additional members to the fire de- 
partment, it does not follow that this 
is the number which will be recom- 
mended by Mayor Goddard when he 
submits his recommendation to the 
Board of Aldermen at their next 
meeting on January 20 for an ap- 
propriation to provide for salaries 
for the additional firemen. 

The report submitted to the Mayor 
by George W. Booth of the Fire Un- 
derwriters contains the following: 

“In accordance with your request 
for advice concerning the number 
of additional men necessary to main- 
tain the present Fire Department ef- 
fectiveness on the two-platoon basis 
accepted at the recent election, Mr. 
George L. Swan of this office, in 
company with Mr. Chamock of the 
New England Fire Insurance Rating 
Association, visited Newton on Nov. 
18 and 19. 

"With the assistance of Chief 
Randlett, the number of men avail- 
able for response with apparatus was 
carefully checked and the character 
and size of the response districts 
of the various companies were sur- 
veyed. This study confirmed the 
statement made in the 1932 report 
of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters that, even with the as- 
sistance available from surrounding 
cities under mutual aid provisions, 
the Fire Department is still consid- 
erably undermanned. 

"Obviously, a change to two-platoon 
operation, based on the present ef- 
fective strength, would continue to 
leave the department undermanned. 

"We have, however, in the table 
below shown the number of men now 
assigned to the various companies, to- 
gether with the effective strength 
of the Fire Department at night, 
and also the number of men and offi- 
cers who should be added to the 
department so as to continue the 
present effective strength.

At the Sunday, January 5, 1941, 
meeting of the Newton Community 
Forum, Mr. Bruce Blivin, Editor of 
the New Republic, spoke on "The 
Job Before Congress." 

The music preceding the address 
was furnished by the Newton High 
School band under the direction of 
Mr. J. Collins Lingo. The numbers 
were: God Bless America, El Capi- 
tan March, and The Star Spangled 
Banner. 

Dr. Kirtley F. Mather, chairman 
of the Forum, then introduced the 
speaker, Mr. Blivin, who prefaced his 
remarks by stating that this Con- 
gress is the most important in the 
history of the United States. 

He stressed the fact that tremend- 
ous pressure will be brought to 
bear both by sincere Americans and 
by foreign propaganda groups — Ger- 
man, Italian, Communist agents are 
not to be underrated. 

He showed that while England 
and Germany devote 4 hours out of 
every 8 hours to war work, we spend 
only 30 minutes out of 8 hours for 
war production, and only 15 minutes 
of this is for England. With Ger- 
many gouging out of conquered 
Europe alone twice as much as we 
sent to England, the United States is 
of little help to Great Britain. 

Mr. Blivin said that we must make 
our "war effort” far, far larger, 
because, if England falls, the results 
to us will be, first, the German en 
circlement of South America, then an 
attack on our poorly fortified Pan- 
ama Canal, and finally attack on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
— and our two-ocean navy will not be 
ready until 1947. The alternatives 
are these: "If we arm now and don’t 
need to, it is a mistake. If we don’t 
arm now and do need to, it is our 
last mistake!” 

The issues formerly before Con- 
gress are not pressing now. The ques- 
tion of unemployment is almost 
solved by the defense program; the 
debt will probably be met by the 
hugely increased national income in 
the next three years; and the scare 
of inflation is not a reality. The im- 
portant job before Congress is the 
successful acceleration of our nation- 
al defense preparations. 

During the question period some 
interesting points were brought up. 
Mr. Blivin sharply condemned the 
outrageous profiteering on govern- 
ment contracts- -a^*' high as 50 per 
cent a year. He pointed out«that the 
American Aluminum Company is re- 
sponsible for the shortage of alumi- 
num for airplane production, blamed 
Henry Ford’s disobeying of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act and re- 
fusal to allow collective bargaining 
for labor’s opposition to contracts for 
Ford’s company, said, on the other 
hand, that labor strikes should not 
be employed during a national emer- 
gency, and that plans for arbitration 
are being worked out to better in- 
sure fairness on the part «of both 
capital and labor. 

In answer to the question of op- 
position to the present administra- 
tion being used as a motive for 
hampering our national defense, Mr. 
Blivin’s retort that you may dislike 
Mr. Roosevelt in the White House, 
but you would dislike Mr. Hitler in 
the White House still more, brought 
a round of applause. 

The Forum was brought to a close 
when Mr. Blivin stated that "We 
need our democracy to defend us — to 
meet the challenge of those saying 
our system is rotten and ineffective, 
we must make our democracy work 
to prove that it is right.”

The first step in abolishing the 
Holding of a meeting annuallv on Now' 
Year’s Day by the Newton Board 
of Aldermen has been takon bv Al- 
derman Charles Hughes. He has ro- 
nuested that the Claims ond Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen take ac- 
tion on this matter. Many years 
ago the practice was started of hold- 
ing the inaugural of the New'ton City 
Government on the afternoon of New 
Year’s Day. At that time the day 
was not a legal holiday in Massa- 
chusetts. Since January 1 w'as made 
a holiday in this State, the attend- 
ance at the inaugural exercises has 
been very slim, except on a few oc- 
casions. These were — the inaugural 
following the first election of Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks; the inaugural on 
January 1, 1936 when Mayor Childs 
resumed office; and the inaugural 
of Mayor Goddard last year. There 
are too many other attractions on 
New Year’s Day. and Newton citi- 
zens have not been attending in- 
augurals at City Hall on that day. 

With the change from annual to 
biennial elections in Newton three 
years ago, all members of the New- 
ton City Government are elected for 
two year terms, and on the off year 
since, the Mayor does not deliver 
an inaugural address at the meeting 
of the Aldermen on New Year’s Day. 
It was proposed that no meeting of 
the Aldermen be held on January 
1 of this year, but City Solicitor 
Bartlett ruled that the City Charter 
required one to be held. The Aider- 
men would also like to enjoy that 
holiday, hence Alderman Hughes' 
move to have legal steps initiated 
to eliminate the holding of a meet- 
ing by the Board on January 1 of 
years when there is no inaugural of 
the City Government. 


Plan To Appoint 
Asst. Comptroller 
Is Blocked 


The Civil Service Department of 
the Commonwealth has blocked a 
plan by the Mayor and Board of Al- 
dermen to transfer Joseph W. Chev- 
arley of Thornton st.. Newton, from 
his position as a clerk in the Street 
Department to the proposed new po- 
sition of Assistant to the City Comp- 
troller. The Civil Sendee officials 
contend that if the new position will 
be created, it will have to be filled 
through a competitive examination. 

Mr. Chevarley is a young man who 
has proved quite competent in his 
work with the Street Department. 
He has taken a course in accountancy 
and is capable in that profession. Last 
year he was admitted to the Massa- 
chusetts bar after studying law. Two 
years ago he headed the list of eligi- 
bles after taking an examination for 
foreman in the Street Department. 
It was planned to transfer him to the 
Accounting Department and make 
him assistant to City Comptroller 
Daniel White. But. the Civil Sendee 
Commissioner says — "No.”

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THE ELM AND THE CHICKADEE 

Some months ago the Massachusetts Audubon Society under- 
took to determine the wishes of Massachusetts citizens in the des- 
ignation of a state tree and a state bird. Massachusetts already 
has had a state flower for some years — the trailing arbutus. For 
four months ballots were distributed by mail, placed in schools and 
published in newspapers and magazines and thousands of persons 
expressed their choice. Thirty states already have state trees 
and almost all of them state birds. 

The eim tree won by a margin of more than seven thousand 
votes. It is particularly a fitting tree for state designation, its 
stately and graceful form indicative of the stately manner in 
which Massachusetts has come down through the years of history 
with decorum and leadership. It is also symbolic of the strength 
and hardiness which has also been traditional of Massachusetts 
since the Pilgrim Fathers. 

The chickadee, as the state bird, is an excellent selection, also. 
It is one of our most admirable birds native to Massachusetts. 
Gallant and gay, valorous, yet bubbling and bursting with hap- 
piness and high spirits. The chickadee, like most Massachusetts 
citizens, stays throughout the winter, meeting the cold blizzards 
and Stones with a confidence in those who are thoughtful enough 
to feed ancf welcome him. The chickadee is a bird utterly without 
bad habits and one of the most helpful in controlling every harm- 
ful insect pest we have by feeding upon them. In the election of 
a state bird the chickadee was far ahead of the second place song- 
sparrow with the wood duck in third place having but a quarter 
of the votes of the chickadee. 

Formal adoption of the official state tree and state bird will 
probably be made by the present session of the legislature and 
while the matter may be unappreciated by some there are many 
who will derive a sincere measure of appreciation from it. 


PREFERENTIAL VOTING 

A bill has been presented to the legislature seeking the aboli- 
tion of the preferential system of voting in Newton. This method 
of electing city officers was inaugurated nearly twenty-five years 
ago in order to eliminate party designations, party primaries, in- 
volving two city elections. At that time little interest was taken 
by Newton voters in the primary elections with the consequent 
development that minority candidates were being nominated. 
With a subsequent change from annual mayoralty terms to term 
of two years there was a lack of interest in the so-called “off-year” 
election, leading to a desirable change to biennial elections. There 
is little question that it would be desirable to consider the change 
from the preferential method of voting to one that will mean 
improvement. Certainly, however, a return to the party system 
or partv primary election would be undesirable. The one alter- 
native, at present, would be to consider the adoption of the 
“proportional” method of elections which has been adopted in 
some large cities. In this event, however, it would take con- 
siderable effort on the part of interested citizens and civic or- 
ganizations to educate Newton voters. We urge that careful 
consideration be given to the problem before the abolition of 
the present system of voting is advocated.

Alderman Charles Hughes has 
taken the initiative in moving to 
abolish the custom of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen holding a 
meeting on Jan. 1 in those years 
when there is no inaugural of the 
City Government, such as this year. 
As city elections are now held bien- 
nially in Newton, the Mayor and Al- 
dermen are inaugurated only every 
other year. We again suggest as we 
have a couple of times in past years, 
that the city charter be changed so 
that the inaugural of our city gov- 
ernnment shall be held on some oth- 
er day during the first week of Jan- 
uary than on January 1. Since New 
Year’s Day was made a legal holiday 
in Massachusetts, the number of 
Newton citizens attending the ordi- 
nary inaugural exercises in this city 
could be counted on one’s fingers. 
This is not a healthy civic condition. 


One of the most flagrant acts of 
vandalism in Newton for some time 
was that committed late on New 
Year’s Eve, when some thugs broke 
three large plateglass windows in 
buildings on Needham st., Newton 
Highlands. Two were in the office 
of L. Frank Perkins, and one in the 
office of the Hall Mfg. Company. The 
windows were valued at $150. Large 
stones taken from in front of a near- 
by filling station were used by who- 
ever broke the windows. Decent 
people do not begrudge anyone en- 
joying themselves properly on New 
Year’s Eve, but when the celebration 
of New Year’s Eve, Hallowe’en or 
July 4th descends into vandalism or 
Saturnalia, the ornery element in any 
community who give vent to the 
meanness in them should be arrested 
and prosecuted. 

Senator Louis Connors of Waltham 
has filed a bill to provide for the 
laying out and construction of the 
long proposed State highway from 
the Galen st. bridge at Watertown, 
skirting the Charles River at Nonan- 
tum and Newtonville, and thence 
along the river through Waltham. 
We hope Senator Connors’ bill 
meets with success. We also hope 
that this highway, if built, will fol- 
low the route originally planned, 
which will be adjacent to the Charles 
River from Galen st. to Bemis, and 
not along California st. in Nonantum. 
The latter plan is ridiculous. There 
have been many automobile acci- 
dents and fatalities on California 
st. in past years. To route a State 
highway over this street, in a thick- 
ly settled community, would be as- 
suring a large increase in the num- 
ber of accidents and deaths involv- 
ing motor vehicles. 


There is an interesting letter in 
the GRAPHIC this week from Al- 
derman John Temperley. It is 67 
years since John came to reside in 
the Upper Falls. He was only a tiny 
child when he arrived with his par- 
ents from England. For over 40 
years he has attended nearly every 
meeting of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen. We have not met any res- 
ident of this city who possesses such 
knowledge of Newton as does John 
Temperley, and he certainly is an 
authority on Newton Upper Falls 
and the villages adjacent to it. 

We are amused at Mr. Temper- 
ley’s references to the attempts 
made by more recent residents of 
what used to be known as Upper 
Falls to be known as inhabitants of 
more "high-toned” sections of this 
city. Waban has not only been ex- 
tended to include territory extend- 
ing to the Worcester turnpike. Some 
folks residing in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington st., near the former Wood- 
land Park Hotel, also claim to re- 
side in Waban. 

Superiority complex is as old as 
human history, and undoubtedly ex- 
isted in pre-historic times. We be- 
lieve it will continue to exist in some 
form or other even though this plan- 
et of ours changes to world-wide com- 
munism, international socialism or 
alleged democracy. Adolf Hitler 
and his followers certainly believe 
in racial superiority. We still have 
royalty, nobility and aristocracy in 
democratic Britain. And despite the 
current condemnation of those who 
are accused of stirring up class ha- 
treds in our democratic U. S. A. 
there are a large number of snobs and 
prigs in this country. It doesn’t seem 
to occur to them that they came 
into this world in the same humble 
way as did those whom they look 
down upon, that their physical (if 
not mental) processes are the same, 
and that after death they return to 
the dust from whence they came. 

It would not be reasonable to sup- 
pose that Newton, unlike any other 
community, would be entirely free 
of persons afflicted with superiority 
complex, which usually is a manifes- 
tation of inferiority complex, be- 
cause persons who have real breed- 
ing are not snobs. They possess suf- 
ficient culture, and are sufficiently 
assured of their social standing to be 
genuinely democratic and unassum- 
ing 

Upper Falls is not the only village 
in this city which is looked down on 
by the persons afflicted with superi- 
ority (or inferiority) complex. No- 
nantum shan s this distinction. Since 
the name of that village was changed 
over a half century ago from North 
Village to the Indian name of this 
community, some “climbers’’ in this 
city have feared to be associated with 
Nonantum. As a small child the 
writer resided alongside Nonantum 
street at Newton Corner. We re- 
member the name of the street was- 
changed to "Charlesbank Road" at 
the instigation of u woman with so- 
cial aspirations who at that time re- 
sided on that street. And, within 
he past year ’’Nonantum" was not 


selected as one of the names for the 
three telephone exchanges in this 
city, although it could practically 
have been chosen, and would have 
been far more applicable that "De- 
catur,” which has no connection with 
this city. However, "Nonantum" is 
still retained on the official seal of 
Newton, and Upper Falls continues 
to present the most attractive topo- 
graphical aspect in the city. And the 
residents of these two villages will 
continue to be as good citizens of 
Newton in the future as they have 
been in the past. 


At the Newton Community For- 
um last Sunday the speaker, Bruce 
Bliven, attacked "outrageous profit- 
eering" on contracts in connection 
with our National Defence Program. 
Mr. Bliven only reasserted (or 
echoed) what thousands of persons all 
over this country have been saying, 
and writing. It’s "the same old 
story in the same old way," as was 
witnessed in 1917 and 1918 when 
"dollar a year men” and "cost plus 
10 per cent contractors” became mil- 
lionaires, when make-believe mechan- 
ics received ridiculous wages in war 
preparation activities, when millions 
of young men were drafted into mil- 
itary and naval service at $1 per day 
or less. 

Two days ago President Roosevelt 
presented a budget of $17,485,528,049 
to Congress, and stated that still 
more funds will be asked. In addi- 
tion to these staggering sums, the 
President told that we will have to 
raise billions of dollars to aid Bri- 
tain. And to meet these terrific ex- 
penses the President said that the 
people of the U. S. A. must pay addi- 
tional taxes. Mr. Roosevelt told of 
the rapidly rising national income, 
which he estimated at $87,000,000,000 
for the fiscal year. It is true that the 
fortunate contractors on Government 
orders, and the fortunate employees 
who work for these contractors and 
at arsenals, navy yards, ship build- 
ing plants, and other places where 
war equipment is being manufac- 
tured will have increased incomes. 
But, how about the millions of us 
who are not sharing in this increased 
income, and whose actual income is 
being really decreased because of 
the increased cost of living? We 
are the doormats. You can’t blame 
labor for asking increased wages 
when employees know that their em- 
ployers are making large profits. And 
you can’t blame the unfortunate mil- 
lions who are not sharing the milk 
and honey which are flowing from 
the National Defence Program spig- 
ots if they don’t enthuse over the 
prospect of unincreased incomes, in- 
creased cost of living, and much high- 
er taxes.

Report of Newton 
Building for 1940 

The report of the Newton Public 
Buildings Department shows that 
during 1940 the total number of per- 
mits granted was 954, and the value 
of projects done under them was es- 
timated at $2,876,779. In 1939 the 
total number of permits was 936, and 
the estimated value $2,967,330. In 
December the number of permits is- 
sued was 64, and the value $245,419. 
Of these 22 were for single dwell- 
ings, valued at $190,600; 2 for two- 
family dwellings valued at $13,500; 
1 for an apartment house valued at 
$12,000. Seventeeh permits were for 
alterations in dwellings to cost $10, 
760. 

During 1940 the total number of 
permits issued for single dwellings 
was 296, and the value estimated $1,- 
886,550; for two-family dwellings, 46, 
and the value $340,800, for private 
garages 80, with a value of $28,125. 
During 1940 permits for alterations 
in residences in Newton totalled 336, 
and the cost of these alterations was 
$326,764.

With the challenge of Clarence B.

UPPER FALLS BOUNDS STATE 
OF MIND TO SOME 


To the Newton Graphic: 

"Ancient Gaul is divided in three 
parts,” the student reads in his book 
on old Europe. Ancient Upper Falls 
has been divided in ’steen parts for 
various causes one of which bor- 
ders on a state of mind. 

Time was when the bounds of Up- 
per Falls extended much beyond the 
limits of \yhat is now Precinct One, 
Ward Five. A large part of what 
is now the Highlands was known as 
Oak Hill. Upper Falls then extend- 
ed west and northwest from near 
West Newton to the Lower Falls line. 
Children those days living on Wood- 
ward and Beacon sts. and vicinity 
attended school at Lower Falls, Up- 
per Falls or the Highlands. Much 
of the territory before the Circuit 
railroad was built in 1885-6 was 
largely fields or woods. That part 
of Upper Falls soon after became 
to be known as Waban. Carriers 
from the Waban postal station now 
deliver mail along Chestnut south 
as far as Boylston st. (known in old 
town days as "the lower place”). 

Old Upper Falls 120 years ago 
and down through the years thrived 
with many industries, among which 
might be mentioned a small shop in 
which the first bicycles in America 
were said to have been built; an 
iron mill, cotton mill, fire works, 
shop for building cotton mill ma- 
chinery, locomotive works, New- 
ton pumping station, paper mill, 
grist mill, rubber mill, silk mill, 
fire alarm shop and one or two 
glue shops. One of the glue shops 
was located on the bank of the 
Charles River about 1500 feet south- 
west of the railroad station in Waban. 
Long ago the not-too-agreeable odor 
of boiling hides surcharging the air 
for thousands of feet, gave way to 
the scent roses and other bloom 
wafted on the breeze from gardens 
within sight of the one-time glue 
shop. That part of Upper Falls 
(now Waban) also for years was 
the site of the city home. The home 
some years ago was relocated on 
Winchester st., Oak Hill, near the 
Working Boys’ Home. 

So much for the background of 
Upper Falls. Its people in early 
days were largely Yankee, later came 
nationalities from Northern Europe, 
followed by races further South and 
the Near East. In some quarters — 
perhaps not intentional— there have 
been noticed a disposition to con- 
sider Precinct One, Ward Five, as a 
section for uplifters. Upper Falls 
denizens, however, are as human as 
those of the rest of Newton, blessed 
with laudable aspirations, yet not 
without many of the foibles common 
to mortals. Suffice to say people 
here, as the records show, on call 
have rallied to the defense of our 
country and do respond to demands 
for support of civic and benevolent 
causes. 

Let it be understood that Upper 
Falls is a defined area of Newton, 
and not a state of mind. Persons 
living in it indicate a somewhat in- 
feriority complex if they should at- 
tempt to give the impression that 
they live elsewhere. And to have 
Upper Falls shunted about in print, 
as is being done, disconcerting to 
some, provokes a laugh among old°r 
residents. The efforts to deceive in 
print are so obvious that only those 
who wish to be, are misled. Just 
consider the picture postcard on sale 
— “Echo Bridge, Waban,” and houses 
on certain streets for sale adver- 
tised as located in the Highlands 
( one of them 1000 feet from the 
Emerson School). Other instances 
of mislocation might be mentioned. 

Upper Falls is possessed of attrac- 
tiveness for those who elect to live 
there. "Beautiful for situation,” 
much of the village “is set upon a 
hill which cannot be hid.”

Red Cross Appeals 
For More Workers 
To Make Garments 


The workrooms of the Production 
department of the Newton Chapter 
of Red Cross have reopened, follow- 
ing the brief holiday period of Christ- 
mas and the New Year, and the 
women of the city are busy making 
the dresses, hospital robes, and other 
garments so desperately needed by 
refugees, the homeless from bomb 
destruction, the destitute, the ill, the 
despairing. People of all nationali- 
ties visit the Red Cross headquarters 
in England and other war-stricken 
countries, looking with hopeful eyes 
for the precious garments and pack- 
ages which the American Red Cross 
is hastening overseas as fast as ships 
and finished articles are available. 

Mrs. Carl H. Hanson, chairman of 
Production, appeals to the women 
of Newton to form more groups in 
the various sections of the city, and 
to have more in the groups, in order 
to fill the quota of garments re- 
quested by the national organization 
to meet the requests from the British 
Red Cross. Information as to how 
such groups may be formed may be 
secured by calling Mrs. Hanson, at 
Production Headquarters, 297 Wal- 
nut st., Newtonville, BIGelow 8700. 
This quota is for articles that were 
to be supplied by January’, and soon 
a new quota will be announced, ac- 
cording to new needs. 

In every case the aid of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross is in answer to spe- 
cific requests from the British Red 
Cross and the Women’s Voluntary 
Service, the organization which dis- 
tributes the clothing in England. 
They are urging the response to the 
need for warm clothing, for blank- 
ets that may be used in the air 
shelters, and especially for complete 
outfits, about ten garments each, for 
200,000 children between the ages of 
six months and five years old. 

A new project, of great comfort 
to women who were forced to flee 
from their homes without their per- 
sonal possessions, is the making and 
packing of 20,000 "utility kits" to 
be sent to London for distribution 
in air raid shelters. 

London newspapers express grati- 
tude for these packages of clothing 
from America, and state that the 
first call is for all the American 
things, for they are new, freshly- 
wrapped, and meet their needs so per- 
fectly. 

These are the activities of the 
American women which must go on. 
Their greatest work is in repairing 
this human damage. And in order 
that the Newton Chapter of Red 
Cross may do its share of these ac- 
tivities, it looks to the families of 
Newton to become contributory mem- 
bers. The chairman of the Roll Call. 
Mrs. Henry T. Patch, reports that 
up to the end of December. 1940, the 
Newton Chapter had a membership 
of 6.992 towards the quota necessary 
of 8.000. The Red Cross expresses 
its sincere appreciation to all those 
who have joined. Although the Roll 
Call has ended, officially, the Chap- 
ter would be glad to receive further 
contributions, to assist its quota of 
funds for all its activities during 
the coming year.

In the fall of 1939, the Friends 
of Boys, Inc., started its effective 
work in Greater Boston. It was 
through this organization that Mr. 
Lewis has been serving in Newton. 
The Newton branch has been empha- 


sizing the education of the needy, 
untouched boys in the fields of citi- 
zenship, manners, employment, 
sportsmanship, recreation, athletics, 
further training and higher educa- 
tion. One of the., outstanding ac- 
complishments of last year’s New- 
ton work was the placing of one 
of the boys, a boy who otherwise 
could not have gone, in college. 

Although the work of last year 
in Newton was supported by contri- 
butions from the outside, it is the 
hope of the Greater Boston direc- 
tor, Don C. Churchill (3 Joy st., 
Boston), and the Newton leader that 
the citizens of Newton will investi- 
gate the good work and contribute 
to its support.

"From this table it will be ob- 
served the department should bo in- 
creased by at least 30 additional 
men and there should also be an 
additional assistant chief. During: 
the vacation season the effective 
strength of the department is reduced 
bv approximately 10 men. which 
leaves most of the engine companies 
with less than four men on duty, 
which condition is not desirable in 
fire service. We would, therefore, 
recommend that 10 additional men be 
appointed, making a total increase of 
41.” 

According to the report there 
should be appointed to bring the de- 
partment to proper strength for the 
two-platoon system — one assistant 
chief, ten officers, and twenty pri- 
vates. This is the number specified 
by Chief Randlett in the report he 
made to the Board of Aldermen sev- 
eral months ago. The committee 
representing the Newton firemen sta- 
ted that only 18 additional men 
would be needed ;and the special 
committee of the Board of Aider- 
men reported that 24 more firemen 
would suffice.

The reports from chairmen of the 
Standing Committees included one 
from Mrs. John Heibeck in charge of 
Community Service. She thanked 
those who had contributed so gener- 
ously to the candy collected for the 
shell-shocked veterans to whom other 
gifts can not be given safely. 

For the Art committee, Mrs. E. 
Sherman Chase urged the club to at- 
tend the display of miniature rooms 
which were at the World’s Fair and 
which now are to be seen at the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts. 

Mrs. Heibeck was chairman for the 
program of the morning, and opened 
it with her own paper on two of the 
South American liberators, Bolivar 
and San Martin. 

The former, Simon Bolivar, was 
pictured from early childhood as a 
boy whose headstrong traits made it 
impossible for tutors to discipline 
him, and necessarily he grew up to 
be egotistical, yet easily influenced by 
anything which caught his attention. 
A visit to the United States where 
he saw how the slaves had been 
freed, influenced him to return to 
South America and try to throw off 
the yoke of Spain and his efforts 
gained for him the title of "Libera- 
tor of South America” although his 
success was very limited. 

In contrast to him, Mrs. Heibeck 
pictured San Martin as one whose 
aim was not to conquer so much as to 
liberate. The names of both are very 
dear to South Americans. 

"Americas to the South" a book 
on the different countries of South 
America and written by a young 
American journalist, Whitaker, was 
reviewed by Mrs. W. A. Van Atten. 
Confining her paper largely to the 
chapters on Chile, she said the author 
considered this to be the most impor- 
tant of the South Americas. She 
quoted the governor of that country, 
after a long interview with the au- 
thor, to admit, that while he hated 
interviews, nevertheless he liked 
Americans.

FREE EDUCATIONAL COURSE 

A local Newton business man has 
again been chosen group leader for 
a series of free evening extension 
classes in fundamental economics to* 
be held in the Newtonville Public 
Library.

The course is sponsored by the 
Boston Extension of the Henr) 
George School of Social Science, a 
non-profit, non-sectarian, and non 
political educational institution, char- 
tered by the University of the State 
of New York. 

Twelve of these classes in and 
around Boston, including the New- 
tonville classes, are all starting the 
same week. 

Classes Show Phenomenal Growth 

Recently the Henry George School 
announced that in 1932 it had an en- 
rollment of 84 and since that time 
it has enrolled over 20,000 which is 
an extraordinary growth. When H. 
J. Power, the Secretary of the Bos- 
ton Extension, was asked if he could 
give some reason for this large in- 
crease he made this statement: "One 
reason why I feel we have made such 
big gains is that the ‘discussion 
method’ is now being used in teach- 
ing classes. Another reason for the 
extraordinary growth of the Henry 
George School is that our enrollees 
are from all walks of life. We have 
bankers, stenographers, mechanics 
truck-drivers, housewives, clerks 
salesmen, husbands, and wives, and 
in one class a family of three — father, 
mother and son who came regularl) 
and received their certificates at the 
end of the course.”

REV. HARRY LTTTZ 


Rev. Harry Lutz, 70, retired Uni- 
tarian Minister, passed away at his 
home, 401 Broadway, Cambridge. Fri- 
day. Jan. 3, 1941. 

He was a native of Ohio, received 
his education at Waynesburg College, 
Pa. and was admitted to the Bar of 
the Supreme Court, Columbus, Ohio, 
in 1895. After practicing law for 
three years in Circleville, Ohio, he 
entered the Meadville Theological 
School, and after further study at 
Harvard Divinity School, was or- 
dained at King’s Chapel, Boston. 

His first pastorate was at Rock- 
land, Mass. He then served as min- 
ister in the Unitarian Churches of 
Belfast, Maine, and Billerica, Mass. 
For eleven years he served as pas- 
tor of Channing Church, Newton, 
Mass., and in 1921 was called to the 
Unitarian Church of Sanford, Maine. 
He then went to Norfolk, Virginia, 
to establish the new church society 
there. Before retiring in 1936, he 
served the Third Congregational So- 
ciety of Cambridge, Mass., during 
the preparation for merging into the 
First Church of Harvard Square.

Thomas Mornhnn of Tremont st., 
Newton, hns presented a bill to the 
Legislature asking for the abolition 
of preferential voting at city elec- 
tions in Newton. In 1916 influential 
persons in Newton had a bill passed 
by the Legislature which abolished 
party designations in city elections 
in Newton, and introduced preferen- 
tial voting. Tf there were more 
than two candidates for an office, 
voters could vote for a second choice. 
If there were more than three can- 
didates, voters could ballot for sec- 
ond and third choices. A candidate 
had to obtain a majority of first 
choice votes, or both first and sec- 
ond choice votes would count. If a 
candidate did not obtain a majority 
on both first and second choice votes, 
then third choice votes would count. 
In several instances in the past 24 
years candidates for Aldermen have 
been elected by the addition of the 
second choice votes, although they 
ran second first choice votes. 

Morahan also hns criticised the 
action of the Board of Aldermen 
at the last meeting in selecting War- 
ner Eustis to succeed Clarence Col- 
by as Aldcrninn-at-Large from Ward 
7 because of the latter’s resignation. 
Morahan contends that inasmuch as 
lie was runner-up to Colby in the 
last city election, he should have 
been selected to fill Colby’s unex- 
pired term.

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Catholic Welfare Comm. 
Holds Annual Meeting 
At Our Lady’s School 

Rev. John Sheridan Gives Report on 
National Conference at Chicago 


The annual meeting of the New- 
ton Catholic Welfare Committee was 
held in the Auditorium of the High 
School of Our Lady, Newton, Sunday 
afternoon, January 12th. 

President Charles C. Dasey first 
introduced the Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer, Rev. John A. Sheridan, 
who presented a report of the pro- 
ceedings at the National Conference 
of Catholic Charities at Chicago, 
which he and President Dasev at- 
tended on November 15th to 19th. 

Financial Secretary, John J. Ca- 
hill, reported that in the 12 months 
past, 61 volunteer workers of the 
organization made 4937 visits to the 
homes of 459 families who had been 
aided, representing 2389 persons. 

The four St. Vincent dePaul Con- 
ferences in Newton. Newton Centre, 
Newton Upper Falls and Nonantum 
and St. Bernard’s Aid Society in West 
Newton, which comprise the member- 
ship of the Catholic Welfare Commit- 
tee, expended $20,751 for food, cloth- 
ing, medical assistance, furniture, 
board of children, and institutional 
care and for cash grants at a total 
expense for operations of only $287. 

Mr. Cahill spoke of the co-opera- 
tion received from the Newton Com- 
munity Chest, after which President 
Dasey introduced William V. M. Faw- 
cett, Campaign Director, who spoke 
briefly on the approaching campaign 
of Greater Boston Committee Fund 
and of the objects of the Newton 
Community Chest. 

Mr. John F. Brown, President of 
the Newton District Nursing Associ- 
ation gave an interesting and com- 
prehensive talk on the history and 
servicees by the visiting nurses in 
Newton, bringing out that although 
largely formed for the purpose of 
rendering free service to the very 
poor, the scope of the district nurs- 
ing association had been broadened 
so that in addition to free service, 
they now provide nursing treatments 
for a small payment which is less 
than cost and also provide nursing 
service at cost for those able and 
willing to pay. 

William G. O'Hara, Secretary of 
the Board of Public Welfare for the 
City of Boston was the principal 
speaker and delivered a splendid ad- 
dress touching on public assistance 
from the earfy days before Boston 
became a City, and up to the pres- 
ent time. He touched on the eco- 
nomic development and financial 
changes in the 19th century and 
dwelt comprehensively with the legis- 
lation and practices of Public Wel- 
fare for the last 40 years. 

The meeting was very well attend- 
ed including not only the members 
of the Catholic Welfare group but 
representatives of the other social 
agencies in Newton and Maynard 
Hutchinson, Treasurer and Lyscom 
A. Bruce, Executive Secretary of the 
Newton Community Chest. 

In Father Sheridan’s report he 
referred to the sermon delivered 
by Bishop Alter of Toledo at the 
pontifical mass celebrated in con- 
nection with the conference. Bishop 
Alter stressed the misunderstanding 
between social work and charity, and 
expressed the hope that there would 
be a reconciliation between the two. 

‘‘There are some.” he said, “who 
hold that charity is no longer the 
authentic spokesman ifi the cause of 
human welfare, that it is no longer 
the exponent of the true brotherhood

Grippe Raging In 
Newton, But Peak 
Seems Passed 

2872 Pupils Absent From 
Public Schools Friday 


The epidemic of grippe, which has 
been spreading over the country the 
nast several weeks, has been caught 
by thousands of Newton residents. 
The number of those sick with the 
disease seemed to reach a peak last 
week. Physicians, druggists and 
nurses were kept busy. 

In the Newton public schools 24 
ner cent of the pupils were absent 
last Friday, 22 per cent on Monday 
and 21 per cent on Wednesday. On 
Friday the number of pupils absent 
from the Newton public schools was 
2872 and on Monday, 2589. On Wed- 
nesday it had dropped to 2482. On 
Tuesday the number of teachers ab- 
sent from their duties in the elemen- 
tary and junior high schools was 
54, and from the high school, 14. On 
Tuesday 19 policemen were off duty 
and 14 firemen. Last Saturday 
Street Commissioner Haughey is- 
sued a statemeht in reply to numer- 
ous complaints of the non-collection 
of garbage during the preceding few 
weeks. He said that the greatest fac- 
tor in the poor service had been the 
flu epidemic, as employees of John 
Janse, the contractor for the collec- 
tion of garbage, had to remain home 
with colds, and it had been difficult 
lo obtain temporary substitutes. 

Last Friday the Health Depart- 
ment issued a bulletin, copies of 
which were given to the school chil- 
dren. The bulletin gave informa- 
tion regarding colds, and influenza, 
suggestions how to lessen the dan- 
ger of communicating the disease, 
and treatment to cure it. It stated 
that the closing of schools had not 
proved effective in preventing the 
spread cf colds and influenza, and 
that persons who try to keep at 
work after catching a severe cold 
are those who contribute the great- 
est number to the death rolls. Among 
the suggestions are: “avoid persons 
who are sneezing, coughing or snif- 
fling. Do not expose yourself to in- 
clement weather. Have your home 
well ventilated, but avoid drafts. 
Drink plenty of water. Get plenty 
of rest and sleep. Wash your hands 
frequently. Go to bed and stay there 
at the first sign of a cold, and remain 
there until your physician says it is 
all right for you to get up. Cover all 
sneezes and coughs with a handkei> 
chief, preferably a paper one. Do 
not encourage visitors.” 


Many Women 
Attend Annual 
Cooking School 


The third annual NEWTON 
GRAPHIC cooking school came to a 
close last night at the Newton Cen- 
tre Woman’s Club. Despite the 
stormy weather a large number of 
enthusiastic women and several 
men were in attendance, with few 
vacant seats in evidence. The open- 
ing session on Tuesday evening and 
also that of Wednesday attracted 
representative audiences despite the 
prevalence of illness throughout the 
city. The demonstration of the many 
phases of culinary art as made by 
Miss Ruth Dickie imparted many 
heipful hints and suggestions to her 
audiences in the preparation of many 
appetizing and delightful recipes. 

The three sessions of the cooking 
school, sponsored by the NEWTON 
GRAPHIC and the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company, through its 
Home Service Department of which 
Miss Susan A. Mack is the director, 
were brought to a close with the 
awards of numerous prizes. Last eve- 
ning the presentation of the major 
prize of the Cooking School was 
awaited with special interest. The 
prize, a famous 1941 Magic Chef Gas 
Range, was awarded to Mrs. Anna 
May Quagliozzi of 39 Spring st., Wal- 
tham, as one of those registered at 
the school and in attendance last 
evening. 

Following each day’s program. 24 
large bags of groceries, 24 special 
prizes, 24 bags of food gifts, and the 
several different foods cooked were 
given away as well as souvenirs for 
all those who attended.

Two-Platoon Goes 
Into Effect on 
February 1st 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen next Monday night a recom- 
mendation will be received from 
Mayor Goddard asking for an appro- 
priation to provide for 26 additional 
privates in the Newton fire depart- 
ment. The two platoon system in the 
department must be established on 
February 1 as a result of the vote 
of citizens of Newton at the elec- 
tion in November when they acted 
favorably on the referendum to es- 
tablish the two-platoon system. The 
Mayor will ask for an appropria- 
tion of $48,830.84. Of this amount, 
$29,483.50 is for salaries of 18 pri- 
vates. $17,935 for salaries of 8 Lieu- 
tenants and $1412 for equipment, 
which will include beds, bedding, hel- 
mets, etc. The appropriation will 
cover salaries from February 1 to 
December 31, 1941. Eight of the 
twenty-six to be appointed will re- 
place 8 present privates in the de- 
partment who will be advanced to 
the rank of Lieutenant. 

The twenty-six men >yho will re- 
ceive appointments as privates in the 
Newton Fire Department before the 
end of this month will be taken from 
the list of eligibles received from 
the Civil Service Commission. They 
are men who took the examination 
held in the Fall of 1938 and they are 
quite fortunate. Because, it was ex- 
pected until two weeks ago that the 
list of eligibles would be taken from 
the men who had taken the last ex- 
amination for this examination was 
held on October 19, 1940. How- 
ever, the Civil Service Department 
has not determined the standing of 
those who took the examination last 
October, so the 1938 list was used. 
So, the men who took the second last 
examination more than two years 
ago, get the break. Their entering 
salary will be $1790 per year, and 
they will receive an annual increase 
until the salary reaches $2190.

New Playground To 
Cost Mueli More 
Than Estimated 


At the regular monthly meeting 
ef the Newton Recreation Commis- 
sion on Tuesday night City Engineer 
Harvey informed the members of the 
commission that instead of costing 
$3500 to $5000 to fill and grade for 
playground purposes land owned by 
the city near Watertown st. and Al- 
bemarle rd.. Newtonville, it will cost 
several times that amount. As a 
result of demands made by people 
living in that district, the Recreation 
Commission recently asked that this 
land be filled and graded so that 
it can be used as a playground. The 
city purchased it a couple of years 
ago for such a purpose. 

It had been suggested that mate- 
rial excavated from land adjoining 
the new Franklin School on Derby 
st.. West Newton would suffice as 
filling for the low area near Al- 
bemarle rd. City Engineer Harvey 
stated that 15.CKX) square yurds of 
fill will be required to grade the area 
at Newtonville, and only 1800 square 
yards can be obtained at the Derby 
st. site. The Commission delegated 
Recreation Director Wilson to con- 
fer with Mayor Goddard on the mat- 
ter. 

The Commission voted to invite 
members of organizations which have 
used Newton playgrounds in the past 
for field-days and fiestas to attend 
the February meeting. At that time 
the matter of placing reasonable re- 
strictions on such use of playgrounds 
will be discussed. In the past com- 
plaints from persons residing near 
playgrounds and from citizens have 
been received regarding noise of fire- 
works, gumbling and sale of alcoholic 
beverages in connection with some 
of these affairs. 


Will Durant Forum 
Speaker at High 
School on Sunday 

His Subject — “Is There 
An American Philosophy?” 

The struggle between democracy 
and dictatorship, between individual- 
ism and communism, class war and 
even birth control are no new things 
under the sun, according to Dr. Will 
Durant, internationally famous writ- 
er and philosopher. 

Dr. Durant, who lectures here on 
Sunday, January 19th at the New- 
ton High School Auditorium before 
members of the Newton Community 
Forum points out that the ancient 
Greeks struggled with all of these 
problems and a great many more 
which many of us think are peculiar

to our own time. The Greeks and 
Spartans even yawned at a good 
many of the jokes that are still be- 
ing heard over American radios. 

The similarity of our own culture 
rand civilization with that of Ancient 
Greece gives Dr. Durant cause for 
both optimism and pessimism in 
times like the present. He sees civi- 
lization as a continuing stream which 
no temporary wave of barbarism and 
brutality can permanently stop. He 
believes that the high idealism that 
has guided human conduct through 
the centuries will again assert among 
peoples everywhere, that the bestial- 
ity and horror of the totalitarians 
cannot for long dominate the world. 

On the other hand he finds in our 
modern civilization the seeds of the 
decay that led to the downfall of the 
great Athenian state and its culture. 

In his lecture here, which will 
be on the subject. “Is There an Amer- 
ican Philosophy?” Dr. Durant will 
point out many of the striking sim- 
ilarities between our own and an- 
cient culture and will show how 
events of those days serve to il- 
lumine the momentous happenings of 
our own. 

Dr. Durant is regarded as Amer- 
ica’s greatest living philosopher and 
historian. He first came to the gen- 
eral public’s attention with the pub- 
lication of his “Story of Philosophy.” 
a book whose sale ran to nearly 
3.000,000 copies and made publishing 
history. It has been translated into 
twelve languages and is generally ac- 
claimed a classic. 

William James Durant was bom 
at North Adams. Mass., and was ed- 
ucated at St. Peter’s College and 
at Columbia University. After receiv- 
ing his B.A.. M.A.. and Ph.D. De- 
grees. he taught Latin and Greek 
for a while and was for thirteen 
years director of the Labor Tem- 
ple School in New York City. 

Supplementing his extensive study 
und research in America have been 
two trips around the world and many 
visits to Europe. He has also trav- 
eled across the United States some 
thirty times.

Wendell Willkie is the first de- 
feated candidate for President in 
our memory who seems to believe 
he was elected to some public office, 
and that ho possesses authority to 
speak for a large percentage of the 
people of the U. S. A. Wendell 
should realize that he is only one of 
millions of plain citizens. He should 
let the duly elected representatives 
f the American people, whether they 
are Democrat or Republican, con- 
duct the affairs of this nation, both 
domestic and foreign. 


Samuel King, delegate to Con- 
gress from Hawaii, suggested on 
Monday that the U. S. A. accept some 
tiny islands in the mid-Pacific as pay- 
ment from Great Britain for the 
many billions this country is going 
to give Britain to carry on the war. 
Isn’t Mr. King artless? Why doesn’t 
he suggest that the U. S. A. receive 
Baffin Island up in the Arctic in 
payment for the war supplies, on the 
contention that it might be used as 
an airplane base against possible in- 
vasion from Greenland? 

According to some Congressional 
leaders, the U. S. A. should not ac- 
ept Bermuda, the Bahamas or Carib- 
bean Islands as part payment for the 
war "loans” because "their huge, na- 
tive populations would constitute 
social and economic problems of tre- 
mendous magnitude." These nearby 
islands in the Atlantic are vital to 
the defense of this country, and the 
U. S. A. is spending many millions to 
establish bases on them. Great Bri- 
tain has not deemed these islands un- 
desirable because they constitute 
social and economic problems of tre- 
mendous magnitude, and shows no 
desire to relinquish them. How gul- 
lible we are. 

Several months ago residents of 
Oak Hill were amazed and disturbed 
when they became aware that a 
group had been quietly planning to 
have a large airport located on the 
large area in that section which had 
been denuded of loam and gravel. 
Naturally the Oak Hillites objected 
to a nuisance which had existed in 
that district for years being suc- 
ceeded by a permanent and greater 
nuisance. The airport at Oak Hill 
had been proposed to relieve con- 
gestion at the East Boston airport, 
and as a unit in the National Defense 
Program. 

Recently it was revealed that a 
large airport is planned at Bedford. 
At once residents of the adjoining 
town of Concord protested, and as- 
serted that the airport nearby would 
ruin that famous old town. If an 
airport would be a serious detriment 
to an adjoining town, what would it 
be to an attractive residential com- 
munity in which it would be located? 


W. L. White (son of William Al- 
len White), who has been overseas 
as a war correspondent since the war 
began, a few days ago wrote a cou- 
ple of fair and informative articles 
on the Irish question, after he had 
visited that country. He raid that 
99 per cent of the Irish pccple are 
behind DoValera in his determina- 
tion to keep Ireland neutral, and 
this huge majority included even 
those Anglo-Irish landed families 
whose ancestors came to that unhap 
py country with Cromwell, and who 
since have held huge, landed estates 
which were confiscated from the 
Irish three centuries ago. Mr. White 
wrote that these Anglo-Irish argue 
that the yielding of ports by Eire 
to Britain would immediately trans- 
fer the battlefield of the air from 
well protected England to defense 
less Ireland. The Celtic Irish as well 
as the Anglo-Irish realize this fact. 
They can’t be blamed for not desir- 
ing to have their little country re- 
duced to shambles and to sacrifice 
their lives and those of their fami- 
lies in a war in which they have no 
part. 

For centuries the Irish were sub- 
jected to oppression by the English. 
Their lands were seized, their in- 
dustries abolished, they were de- 
prived of proper educational facili- 
ties and persecuted for their reli- 
gious belief. During the past 15 
years or so, happier relations have 
existed between Ireland and Eng 
land. But, the memories of former 
injustices are too strong to expect 
the Irish to voluntarily agree to suf- 
fer the horrors which occurred in Po- 
land, Holland and Belgium by invit- 
ing Eire to become a battlefield be- 
tween the air forces of Britain and 
Germany, and probably between Brit- 
ish and German armies. 

Mr. White wrote that 95 per cent 
of the Irish people want to see Bri- 
tain win, even though many are 
grudgingly pro-British. This is un- 
derstandable. Despite the centuries 
old emnity of the Irish toward Eng- 
land, the fact remains that the 
Irish have been intensely loyal to 
their Christian faith. They could 
hardly favor victory for Hitler and 
his pagan Nazi government. 

It is probable that in the near 
future either Britain or Germany 
will decide to enter Ireland either for 
the purpose of defense or aggression. 
If, and when, either of the warring 
nations decides to do so, Irelar^l can 
offer only limited resistance. But, 
any reasonable person can’t blame 
the Irish for postponing the holo- 
caust as long as possible.

During the past few weeks an in- 
creasing amount of space has been 
given in newspapers of this country 
to the question of Eire (Irish Free 
State) permitting the use of a num- 
ber of its seaports to Great Britain 
as naval bases and airports. In fact, 
so many articles (and cartoons) have 
been released by press associations 
on this subject, that one might think 
a propaganda campaign had been 
devised on this matter. Wc have 
read numerous articles and letters 
in newspapers advocating the ced- 
ing of these ports to Britain by Eire. 
Almost, without exception these ar- 
ticles and letters were written by 
citizens of the U. S. A., who are 
apparently not of Irish ancestry, per- 
sons who know little and care less 
concerning the relations between 
England and Ireland in the past, or 
the conditions which confront Ire- 
land today. But, one and all, they 
are quite assertive in advocating 
that Eire agree to yield their sea- 
ports to Britain. 

It is quite natural for Britain to 
want the ports in the Irish Free 
State as bases for her warplanes and 
naval vessels. Their possession would 
be of tremendous assistance to Bri 
tain in her present critical predica- 
ment. It would not surprise us to see 
Britain take them by force, even 
though such an act on her part may 
mean armed resistance with what 
comparatively little resources Eire 
has. It is a very ticklish situation. 
Should Britain seize (he wanted ports 
by force, she would be risking pos- 
sible co-operation between the Nazis 
and the Irish in bloody warfare in 
Ireland. It might be analogous to 
what happened in Greece when that 
little country was invaded by Italy, 
thus giving Britain an opportunity to 
obtain naval and airplane bases in 
Greece and nearby islands from 
which it launched devastating at- 
tacks on the Fascist army und navy.

Miss Sophie C. Nelson, Director 
of Nursing Service in the John Han 
cock Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, was the speaker at the Janu- 
ary Hoard Meeting of the Newton 
District Nursing Association, held at 
the Newtonville Library on Monday, 
Jan. 13, 1941. 

Miss Nelson gave a most interest- 
ing and enlightening talk on the 
present and probably future trends 
of Public Health Nursing. With high- 
er standards of living, increased gov- 
ernmental interest in health and 
prepayment plans for hospital care, 
the older age group has greatly en- 
larged, and the problem of taking 
care of this group satisfactorily 
may be one of the particular func- 
tions of Public Health Nursing. 

There has been a decided change 
in our population, owing to the check 
in immigration, the spread of birth 
control measures and increased 
knowledge in physiology, nutrition 
and the treatment of disease. In 
connection with the last mentioned, 
a famous Viennese doctor remarked 
that the United States has the finest 
orthopedic surgeons in the world, 
as they have the skilled hands, the 
mechanical equipment and the finan- 
cial backing. 

The future of Public Health Nurs- 
ing looks promising even with pos- 
sible change of emphasis in the case 
of private agencies.

In these troublesome times, with 
war around the corner, we are again 
turning our thoughts on how to do 
our bit. 

Feeding and providing adequate 
nesting places for wild birds may 
appear, on first thought, a far- 
fetched idea of a patriotic bit, but 
let us examine the facts. 

A conservative estimate of the 
crop loss annually from insects in 
the United States is $700,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000 and increasing stead- 
ily. The present bird population 
keeps this from being double or 
triple, but with a 10 per cent in- 
crease in bird population this loss 
would be decreased by 25 per cent. 

Of particular interest to every- 
one is that weed seeds are delecta- 
ble morsels to the Sparrow family 
(except English or House, which are 
not true sparrows) and they now 
save us in weeding labor about $60,- 
000,000 annually. 

Therefore, if food is to win the 
war and we are to feed Great Bri- 
tain and also prepare ourselves for 
the days ahead, spend a few pennies 
each day feeding the birds so they 
will be hale and hearty when spring 
comes and erect a few good bird 
houses on your premises to help 
them increase in population — they 
will return in dollars what you spend 
in pennies.

of man. The claim has been put 
forth that charity has been super- 
seded by organized social welfare; 
that a ministry of mercy was suffi- 
ciently well adapted to a primitive 
society, but that it is wholly inade- 
quate in our complex and highly or - 
ganized civilization. 

“We are told repeatedly that what 
is needed today is not charity, but 
scientific social work; not an atti 
tude of benevolence but social re- 
search and social perspectives. 

“There are others who look upon 
social work as a usurper in the field 
of charity and antagonistic to the 
spiritual values consecrated by reli- 
gion. They look upon social work 
as something mechanical, uninspired, 
purely secular and, as such, occupied 
merely with a vision of man’s tem- 
poral prosperity, instead of a vision 
of man’s eternal destiny. 

“The problem does present a diffi- 
culty,” he said, "but one that is not 
insuperable. It is based essentially 
upon a misunderstanding, and once 
this misunderstanding is removed, 
then reconciliation and co-operation 
should be possible.” 

The Cathedral service followed an 
earlier Communal Mass at 8 o’clock, 
in St. Mary’s Church attended by 
1200 men, delegates of the Society 
of St. Vincent de Paul, who repre- 
sented a membership of 50,000 
spread through the 2500 Conferences 
in the United States who made 718,- 
194 visits to 105,283 families during 
the last fiscal year, and distributed 
$2,668,733. 

The principal address at the con- 
ference, Father Sheridan said, was 
delivered by Most Rev. Samuel A. 
Stritch, D.D., Archbishop of Chicago. 
He said in part: — 

“Now we would be wanting in 
sane, helpful, realism, if we did not 
point out to you, certain grave perils 
in human welfare activities, which 
are prevalent throughout the world, 
ar.d u.c ~r.fortmr.tely making their 
inrords into our own Country. So 
imminent are these dangers, that un- 
less men come sn~ dily to distinguish 
them and remove them, a social ca- 
tastrophe will he upon us! Rightly 
we are preparing to defend our Re 
public mst an aggressor. Let us, 
with equal courage* and intelligence 
defend it against the insidious at- 
tacks of certain sinister forces which 
are already in action against our 
rights and culture. 

“In the false light of mere materi- 
alistic concepts of man and society, 
forces are working in the disguise 
of human welfare, and social better- 
ment, which are violative of human 
rights, and destructive of our culture. 

I refer to those sociologists and so- 
cial planners who make man a mere

social segment, a humble recipient of 
such rights as human society bestows 
upon him. 

“It is a fallacy that man lives only 
for human society or for the state. 
In this materialistic strain, much of 
the dominant social thinking of our 
times is being done. Of course J 
have described it in its nakedness, 
and many who are caught up in it, 
are perhaps unaware of its real na- 
ture. From it there comes a mono- 
polistic interest of society or the 
state in the care of the weak and 
the poor and the underprivileged. As 
it would build the life of the indi- 
viduals without God. as the corner- 
stone. it seeks to shape the family 
after a conventualistlc, a secularistic 
pattern, and makes the school a 
mere social or citizenship training 
ground. Recreational activities it di- 
vorces from religion. Searching for 
a counterpart for the moral law it 
proposes expediency and social de- 
mand as the guiding principles in be- 
havior; when it does not hold be- 
havior to be only a physiological 
question or the expression of com- 
pelling inherited or environmental 
necessities. Its prevalence arouses 
in us the fear that the tyranny of 
certain sociologists is more unbear- 
able than that of a despot. We have 
seen its outcroppings in sterilization, 
birth control, companionate mar- 
riage. divorce, school sex education, 
a soulless professionalism in welfare 
work, and a growing demand that 
the state do all in the care of the 
needy. If it gains a wider control 
we may expect to see its ultimate so- 
cial achievements in rigid material- 
istic collectivism, persecution of mi- 
norities, the painless murder of the 
useless aged, the feeble minded and 
deadly sick, and other unthinkable, 
unmentionable social tragedies. 

“If the truths which have been 
the starting points of the discussions 
at this meeting are accepted, then 
men will build a social structure in 
which the needy will stand in the 
equality of brotherhood with their 
fellow men. God will be worshiped 
and thanked and called upon as the 
Giver of all good gifts. Before Him 
there will be no acceptation of per- 
sons. The Blood of Christ will be 
the bond of union of man to man 
and man to God. There will be jus- 
tice, immutable and eternal, rooted in 
God and not a mere human inven- 
tion. Human rights, God’s gift to 
His sons, will be acknowledged and 
respected and no individual, no ma- 
jority. no civil authority, no con- 
scription of blinded scholars, will be 
permitted to violate them. Charity 
will abound and the strong will help 
th weak, the rich the poor, and the 
learned the ignorant. The moral law, 
proclaimed by right reason, and en- 
forced by the Divine Lawgiver will 
be the norm of behavior. Men will 
use fully their talents and feverish- 
ly develop their faculties and work 
together to please God. 

“Virtue will be the high ambition 
of individuals and society. The home 
will rest on the solid foundations of 
Christian teachings. The school will 
train the child and youth to right 
living as a son of God. Scholars in 
the clarity of mind, which humility 
gives will enrich the storehouse of 
truth.”

Rotary Club 


An interesting talk was given at 
the regular meeting of the Newton 
Rotary Club on Monday at the Brae 
Burn Country Club by Captain Mel- 
vin Maynard Johnson, inventor of the 
Johnson semi-automatic rifle. The 
history of the unpreparedness of the 
United States from the Revolution- 
ary War to the present time was 
traced by Captain Johnson who also 
detailed "the advantages of his rifle 
and talked on world affairs. 

A historical sketch showed the re- 
duction of the army after the Revo- 
lutionary war, our unpreparedness 
for the War of 1812, and more spe- 
cifically the small firearms develop- 
ment in the Civil, Indian and Span- 
ish Wars. It was necessary in the 
later wars to employ several makes 
of rifles and automatic guns to ac- 
complish victory. 

The indictment of unpreparedness 
may be placed against the American 
people who immediately disband the 
Army and compel the reduction of the 
Navy after our, up to now, success- 
ful wars. Munition factories are 
abandoned and machinery dismantled. 
Munitions manufacturers were ac- 
cused as “warmongers” until a prom- 
inent U. S. firm had to be begged 
by the Army officials to maintain 
even a very small production for nrac- 
tice and development needs. 

Cuptain Johnson made no claims 
or comparison of the relative merits 
between the Garand and Johnson 
rifles except to say that he wus 
pleased with the many favorable men- 
tions it had received from experts. 
The Johnson gun has many of its 
purts manufactured by shops not in 
the business of muking rifles. It is 
possible to udapt certain types of 
machines in the textile industry to 
turn out purts for the gun.

Auto Accidents 
In the Newtons 
Decrease In 1940 


The report of the Newton Traffic 
Bureau shows a considerable de- 
crease in the number of automobile 
accidents and injuries in Newton dur- 
ing 1940 as compared with 1939. In 
1940 the number of fatalities in New- 
ton was 8; in 1939 it was 11. The 
number of persons reported as hav- 
ing received injuries in automobile 
accidents in Newton during 1940 was 
616; in 1939 it was 672. Many of 
those who claimed injuries were re- 
ported as having received injuries to 
their back, or neck, the old stand- 
bys since compulsory automobile in- 
surance was established. 

Of those who were reported as hav 
ing received injuries in 1940, 243 
were operators of motor vehicles, 246 
were passengers, 95 pedestrians, 22 
bicyclists, and 2 children coasting. 

Streets on which the larger num- 
ber of accidents occurred, were as 
follows: — Boylston (Worcester turn- 
pike), 42; Centro. 41; Washington, 
38; Commonwealth ave.. 36; Water- 
town, 25; Beacon, 19; Walnut, 17.

Will Durant Tells 
Of America’s Own 
Philosophy 

Large Forum Audience 
Is Well Entertained

Dr. Will Durant, the eminent his- 
torian of philosophy, spoke before a 
large and delighted audience at the 
Newton Community Forum on "Is 
There an American Philosophy?" at 
the Newton High School auditorium 
last Sunday. He spoke in spite of 
♦he fact that he had just been in 
bed with influenza, which did not 
affect his good humor or the timbre 
of his voice. 

He divides American philosophy in- 
to four parts: first, the Religious Age 
from 1620 to 1780 with Jonathan Erf- 
wards as its main thought leader; 
second, the Transcendental Age, from 
1780 to 1860 with Emerson as its 
philosopher; third, the Commercial 
Age, from 1860 to 1914 with Will 
James, and fourth, the Machine Age, 
from 1914 to 1944 with its main ex- 
ponent John Dewey. Dr. Durant sta- 
ted that he was considering American 
philosophy from three points: its es- 
sential character, its reasoned view, 
and its specific contributions. He 
also said that he might be wrong, 
because understanding philosophy is 
like a drop of water trying to un- 
derstand the sea. 

His talk was concerned with the 
enlargement and explanation of these 
ideas along with many a pointed 
anecdote. The Religious Era, char- 
acterized by high morals and sturdy 
but narrow religious precepts, was 
essentially necessary to America at 
that period of its development. How- 
ever, when the country had been 
more or less settled down, there was 
a period of what Dr. Durant calls 
the Transcendental Era in which 
there was an attack on the theology 
of the old religion but not its Ethics. 
This is much the sort of thing that 
Spinoza, Spencer, and Darwin did. 
This cultural infection has been 
brought about by the traveling 
abroad, to France, of the great men 
of Colonial days — Jefferson, Gouver- 
neur Morris, Franklin, etc., who 
learned from the great philosophers, 
such as Voltaire. 

Next came the Commercial Age 
characterized and promoted by the 
factors of Race Mixture, the Civil 
War, and the Mexican War. Dr. 
Durant showed that all the great 
peoples of the world had been mix- 
tures and that the culture of the 
time of Emerson had been the prod- 
uct of a mature Anglo-Saxon civili- 
zation, but that the Race Mixture 
had destroyed this culture. There 
are no writers today that can write 
with the elegance or the perfection 
of form of Emerson, and American 
literature is finding its raucous voice 
in such men as Hemingway and 
Mencken. This belligerent capital- 
ism of the nineteenth century was 
very necessary, then, to build up 
America, however bad it may be in 
the twentieth century. The main 
prophet of this time was Will James 
of whom Dr. Durant spoke reminis- 
cently. Will James was very popular 
because of his pleasant personality 
and pragmatic philosophy. He felt 
that the truth of an idea were not 
determined by logic but by its ac- 
tual operation ("cash value”). 

Dr. Durant then went on to the 
Machine Era our time. This period 
is characterized by urbanization and 
wealth. Accordingly, immorality 
varies as the amount of wealth. 

Of modern morality, he said that 
there is the biological, the tradition- 
al, and the financial age of marriage. 
When people, today, marry at thirty, 
the second greatest urge in man op- 
erates against Puritanism. There is 
a strong move against the code of 
ethics as well as the Theology of 
Puritanism. 

The philosopher of the present is 
John Dewey of whom Dr. Durant 
spoke at great length. John Dewey 
says, that for an idea to develop, 
there must be a biological need, that 
it is a tool for a particular need. He 
claims that thought starts with a 
conclusion and ends with the prem- 
ises. Dewey’s philosophy is called 
“Instrumentalism” and he is the first 
to make an original contribution to 
philosophy, and others being para- 
phrasers of Calvin, Wordsworth, and 
Immanuel Kant. On education, 
Dewey feels that children are taught 
by doing and "growth is goodness.” 
As to politics, he is inclined towards 
state socialism. Dr. Durant remarked 
that, as a solace from the octogena- 
rian radicalism of Dewey, he liked to 
get back to the conservative under- 
graduates. 

After a question period the meet- 
ing was closed by Chairman Mather. 

The speaker on Feb. 2 will be Ed- 
ward F. Connelly on "What Busi- 
ness Wants of Government.” 


Our Federal 
Constitution! 

The NEWTON GRAPHIC, In 
co-operation with the National 
Constitution Day Committee, and 
a group of patriotic Newton cit- 
izens Is sponsoring the free dis- 
tribution to the several thousand 
pnptla of the public, private and 
religious schools of Newton above 
the sixth grades, of an annotated 
and Illustrated copy of the con- 
stitution of the United States, 
entitled "The Key to the Consti- 
tution,” by Francis Clay Harley, 
which educators say Is a "law- 
yer’s document made clear to 
boys and girls as the living gos- 
pel of the liberties of the peo- 
ple.” 

On this generation there has 
been placed a heavy responsibil- 
ity for the safety of democracy 
— heavier, probably, than was 
borne by any other generation 
that has gone before. No work 
could be more Important today 
than the community-wide awak- 
ening of respect and reverence 
for that great document under 
which our republican form of 
government has maintained for 
so many years. 

The natural enemies of democ- 
racy are regimenting their young 
to turn them into state idolizing 
machines. We in America must 
concentrate on teaching all, both 
the young and their elders, just 
what the Constitution means to 
people who cherish liberty.

The Newton units of the 101st 
Quartermaster’s Regiment departed 
from the armory at West Newton 
at 11 a. m. last Saturday for Camp 
Edwards at Bourne and Falmouth, 
Cape Cod, where they are scheduled 
to be in training as part of the U. S. 
Army. Company D of Lawrence 
joined the Newton men at the arm- 
ory and the 149 enlisted men and 
seven officers headed for the camp, 
driving 22 trucks, three station 
wagons and an ambulance. The 
regiment will be recruited to full 
strength by the gradual addition of 
draftees from Fort Devens. Other 
units of the 26th Division have been 
arriving at the camp during the past 
week, and the division, as it was 
composed in its National Guard 
strength, should have assembled at 
Falmouth by Jan. 28.

For Newton Police 


Turn Down Claims 
Of Newton Firemen 



At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night, it was 
voted on recommendation of the 
Claims & Rules Committee to re- 
fuse payment on claims of James T. 
Clarke and John T. Dooley, two 
Newton firemen. Both were slightly 
injured while working at a fire at 
Harvard st., Newtonville, the latter 
part of December. Clarke’s claim 
was $4 for medical attendance, and 
Dooley’s for $2. Chairman Rawson 
of the Claims Committee explained 
that claims for payment of medical 
treatment by city employees are not 
approved unless the head of a de- 
partment recommends such pay- 
ment. He said the Chief of the Fire 
Department had not recommended 
the payment of these two small 
claims. 

Alderman Fahey objected to the 
action of the Claims Committee in 
recommending "leave to withdraw" 
on the two claims. He thought it 
unfair to refuse to pay such claims 
because a department head may slip 
up in recommending them. He asked 
if the committee had consulted with 
the department head? Alderman 
Rawson answered that the commit- 
tee had conferred on the matter with 
the City Solicitor. 

The presentation of the claims 
marked a precedent on the part of 
the firemen. Heretofore, such ex- 
penses for medical attendance for 
Newton firemen have been paid from 
the funds of the Newton Firemen’s 
Benefit Association. The firemen 
contend, however, that the city pays 
for medical attendance for Newton 
policemen injured in the perform- 
ance of duty, and the firemen should 
not be discriminated against.

On Tuesday the Civil Service Com- 
mission sent to the Newton Police 
Department the names of three men 
who were eligible for appointment to 
the reserve force of the department.

$13 for a copper hot -water boiler 
which collapsed at 59 Worthington 
st. when the water from the street 
main was shut off and she was not 
notified. 

Claims rejected were Anna Fer- 
rick, injury received when she fell 
on an icy sidewalk on Melrose st.; 
city not liable for ice; Margaret 
Crowley and Kathleen Welch for 
damages to automobiles. Alderman 
Hughes expressed the opinion that 
the city was liable in the damage 
to the Welch automobile. Chairman 
Rawson of the Claims Committee ex- 
plained that the rear housing of the 
ear was considerably damaged when 
it hit a large stone on Washington 
Park, Newtonville. The stone was 
dislodged from the side of the street 
by a snowplow on a truck. Rawson 
said the driver of the truck had 
stilted he did not know the plow 
had knocked the stone onto the 
street, and the Welch automobile 
came along shortly afterward. 

The petition of Kathleen Grant 
for a permit to install a 250 gal- 
lon gasoline tank at 467 California 
st., in a residence zone, was rejected. 
Alderman Fahey of the Licenses 
Committee reported that there had 
been opposition from the abuttors and 
neighbors, who believed an express 
business would be conducted there. 
The Chief of the Fire Department 
also refused to approve the installa- 
tion of the tank. 

Another hearing was set for Feb- 
ruary 17 on the already much dis- 
cussed permit for a gasoline filling 
station at 1365 Centre st., Newton 
Centre. Several times in recent 
years similar petitions have been re- 
fused. 

Alderman Hoffman criticised the 
appropriation of $509.40 for a new 
automobile for the Health Depart- 
ment, to replace a car which had 
been in use but for a comparatively

Wrecked Borrowed 
Car; Fined $50 


Aldermen Appropriate 
$48,689 To Establish 
Two-Platoon System 

!8 Privates Appointed and Eight 
Promoted to Lieutenants 


John J. Flaherty. 21, of 19 Austin 
st., Newtonville. was fined $50 by 
Judge Mayberry in the Newton court 
on Thursday for using an automobile 
without authority. On a similar 
charge, Norman Cronin, 21, of 33 
Henshaw st., West Newton, was 
fined $25. 

On the night of January 13, Fla- 
herty, who was employed by Mrs. 
Myra Bowen of Wickham rd.. West 
Newton, took her car without au- 
thority. He met Cronin and the 
pair took a long ride in the car. On 
Austin st.. West Newton, with Cro- 
nin driving, the car skidded and hit 
a pole. Flaherty then operated the 
car and it hit another pole on Chest- 
nut st. The car was damaged to 
the extent that it cost $300 for re- 
pairs. 


The Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night, on recommendation of 
Mavor Goddard, appropriated $48,- 
688.88 to provide for the establish- 
ment of the two-platoon system in 
the Newton Fire Department. This 
amount will meet the salaries to be 
paid 18 new privates in the depart- 
ment from Feb. 2 to the end of the 
vear. and advances in salaries to 8 
privates who will be promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant. Aldermen McKay, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
explained that the appropriation was 
about S142 less than the amount 
specified on the docket, because the 
salaries will be for one day less than 
originally estimated. He said that 
the added cost to the taxpayers for 
the 18 additional privates and 8 lieu- 
tenants will be $56,168.75 annually, 
when the new men reach the full 
salary paid under the step-rate in- 
creases. 

Alderman Walker, chairman of the 
special committee which investigated 
the matter of establishing the two- 
platoon system, said that the report 
of that committee called for 15 ad- 
ditional privates. 8 lieutenants and 
1 deputy chief. Chief Randlett had 
asked for 18 more privates to give 
proper strength to companies, when 
men would be off for one reason or 
another, and he said the department 
can get along at the present time 
without the additional deputy chief. 
Mr. Walker said that under the 
number of men added, each engine 
company will have one officer and 
three men on duty on each platoon, 
and each ladder company — one of- 
ficer and five men. and the city will 
receive excellent protection. 

Alderman Hoffman said that the 
Aldermen had a mandate from the 
majority of the people of Newton to 
establish the two-platoon system in 
the fire department, so the appro- 
priation would have to be made for 
the additional firemen. He doubted 
the wisdom, however, of the estab- 
lishment of the two-platoon system 
now when we are drafting men be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 35 for mili- 
tary service, and when the relief 
budget is down to its 1929 level. Hoff- 
man said that he hopes the money 
so appropriated will result in great- 
er physical efforts on the part of the 
firemen than in the past. He im- 
plied that the firemen could per- 
form repairs at the fire stations, al- 
though such work by them might be 
opposed by labor unions. He also 
suggested that Newton firemen be- 
come trained in national defense 
preparation as are the Boston fire- 
men. The vote in favor of the ap- 
propriation was unanimous.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


THE LIFE OF DEMOCRACY 

This week saw the beginning of a period in American history 
which is fraught with great significance. It marked the inaugura- 
tion of a President of these United States for a third term. A 
period of four years in which the ship of state will sail through 
stormy waters like unto none ever before experienced. The dem- 
ocratic way of life is threatened by forces from without. That 
democracy will survive. But it will survive only through a con- 
tinuation of those democratic traditions and foundations upon 
which this nation was builded through three centuries. And the 
primary element in the founding of this nation was a unified 
desire of a small band of people to worship God with freedom, 
and liberty for all. We hear a great deal these days about free- 
dom and liberty, but too many of us have minimized, or lost sight 
of the real purpose and full meaning of life. Our politics, our re- 
ligious beliefs, our differences of opinion on current matters are 
of vital importance. In our democracy the view of the individual, 
which goes to make up the opinion of the majority, is the force 
which will always breathe life into democracy. But for that life 
which will bring the utmost we must go deeper. Self-preserva- 
tion will come only with self-discipline, humility and a clear per- 
ception of our duty to God, country and fellowmen. 


ALL-NEWTON MUSIC SCHOOL 


The second semester at the All- 
Newton Music School will start on 
Saturday, February 1 and continue 
for fifteen weeks through June 14. 
Registration for the various depart- 
ments, which include piano, violin, 
viola, ’cello, clarinet, flute, voice, 
theory of music, harmony orchestral 
and ensemble, will be accepted all 
during January. 

This school, founded in April 1911, 
is a Community Music School and 
is a charter member of the National 
Guild of Community Music Schools 
with headquarters in New York City. 
It is also a member-agency of the 
Newton Community Chest. It is an 
organization which offers music op- 
portunities of a high grade at mini- 
mum rates, and has become well 
known through the past thirty years 
for the seriousness of its work, its 
excellent courses, and its high stand- 
ards. It is a school for all — the un- 
talented child who needs music for 
avocation, as well as the talented 
one who may want to make music a 
profession. 

Besides the individual, instrumental 
or voice lessons, many opportuni- 
ties are offered for group activity 
in all departments, and students of 
the school are urged to avail them- 
selves of as many of these outlets 
for music expression as possible. The 
Music School also loans instruments 
and music to students whenever pos- 
sible — all of which helps to keep mu- 
sic opportunity within the reach of 
all. 

Visitors are welcome at any of 
the regular sessions of the school. 
These are held on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day afternoons from one to six 
o’clock and on Saturday mornings 
from 8 to 1 o’clock at both branches 
- the Claflin School in Newtonville 
and the Peirce School in West New- 
ton. 

Recitals and concerts are held peri- 
odically and all of these are free of 
charge and open to the general pub- 
lic. 

Here workers at each branch of 
the Music School are always glad 
to give any information about the 
work or help parents to solve the 


matter of music education for their 
children.

Mr. Shee- 
han, narcotic agent for the Boston 
area was the speaker, and all present 
enjoyed his talk and the question 
period that followed. 

Boys’ Division 

Two affairs have been planned for 
the future in the boys’ department 
that need to be mentioned. On Thurs- 
day night, February 27th a fathers’ 
and sons’ banquet will be held with 
an elaborate program. One month 
later on March 22nd a mothers’ and 
sons’ banquet will be held. 

Physieul Department 

On Tuesday night the Newton sec- 
ond team defeated the second team 
of Pawtucket in a very thrillirtg 
game by the score of 29-28. The 
game was close throughout the whole 
gume. 

The church league meets for the 
Seniors every Wednesday night and 
for the Junior teams every Satur- 
day afternoon. 


In the Boston newspapers several 
days ago we rend of a young man 
who resides on Beacon st., Boston, 
who was treated at a Boston hospi- 
tal for a badly lacerated car. He told 
the police that ho received the in- 
jury after he had blown the horn on 
his automobile several times shortly 
after 1 a. m. that morning as a sig- 
nal to a garage attendant at New- 
bury and Hereford sts., to open the 
door of the garage. The horn blower 
told the police that "a man appeared 
out of nowhere, muttered something 
about blowing a horn, and swatted 
him over the head with an um- 
brella.” 

Few persons will sympathize with 
the man who was assaulted. Most 
persons would like to thank the in- 
dignant citizen who committed the 
assault. Unnecessary blowing of 
automobile horns at late night or 
early morning hours by motorists 
who have no consideration for peo- 
ple within hearing distance who are 
asleep, or for sick persons nearby, is 
one of the nuisances of modern life 
in cities and towns. People who re- 
side on streets where there is even 
a moderate amount of automobile 
traffic can testify as to the blowing 
of automobile horns at midnight or 
after. 

Boston has an ordinance prohibit- 
ing *the blowing of automobile horns, 
or other unnecessary noise after 11 
p. m. Other cities have similar or- 
dinances. A few years ago a resi- 
dent of Waltham st., West Newton, 
petitioned the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen to pass such an ordinance, 
but they refused, and in our opinion 
they erred in this refusal. 

Not only should the blowing of 
automobile horns during late night 
or early morning hours be prohibited 
by a State law, but the use of unnec- 
cessarily loud horns on automobiles 
should be forbidden. Many of them 
are so powerful that they are dan- 
gerous to persons with weak hearts, 
and so startle other autoists that 
they have been responsible for ac- 
cidents. 

In our Paragraphs last Friday we 
criticised Wendell Willkie. We ex- 
pected repercussions from that criti- 
cism — and we got them. Some wore 
favorable, and others were not. As 
soon as I entered the Aldermanic 
Chamber at City Hall last Monday 
night, Alderman Albert Everts head- 
ed for me, referred to the crack I 
had taken at Mr. Willkie, and asked 
— “Don’t you believe in an opposi- 
tion party?” I assured Mr. Everts 
that I do believe in an opposition 
party, but Mr. Willkie isn’t oppos- 
ing. He is agreeing; the Republican 
opposition is being furnished by Her- 
bert Hoover, Alfred London, Senators 
Taft, Vandenburg and Johnson. Han- 
ford MacNider and numerous others. 

I stated that my criticism of Mr. 
Willkie was induced mostly by his an- 
nouncement — that he would go to 
England to obtain first-hand informa- 
tion of conditions over there, and 
that I believed such action was un- 
necessary in view of the fact that 
President Roosevelt has sent Harry 
Hopkins, Colonel Donovan and others 
overseas as his special observers and 
representatives. 

Alderman Everts then said — “You 
don’t believe in Willkie’s foreign poli- 
cies. Why don’t you say so.” Next 
came Alderman Robert Whidden who 
had cut the paragraph referring to 
Willkie out of his copy of The 
GRAPHIC, and who handed it to me 
with the comment that Willkie repre- 
sented millions of intelligent' people. 
We tdld Mr. Whidden that we agreed 
with him on that contention, but that 
Mr. Willkie’s present attitude is quite 
different in some respects from that 
he manifested in the speeches he 
made during the campaign, includ- 
ing his speech of acceptance, and that 
millions who voted for him do not 
agree with his changed viewpoints. 

Later we received a letter from a 
West Newton lady. In it she wrote 
— “In fairness to Mr. Willkie, I would 
remind you,— or perhaps you never 
knew, that thousands of those who 
voted for him, wrote to him after 
the election, and asked him to stand 
by them, to watch all governmental 
action, and help us all. This he is 
doing as I see it, and he should not 
be condemned, as in your column, 
for being a live American, a leader 
of a large percentage of American 
thought. He is far more than a plain 
American citizen, as you call him, 
for he is a thinker, and thinkers 
are what we need, and what we need 
to be.” 

The foregoing criticism of the lady 
is dignified and reasonable. She con- 
tinued by writing “"When a great in- 
ternational daily such as 

writes as it does of him, a little lo- 
cal weekly, sounds rather narrow, 
and sort of small in a paragraph 
such as yours. In view of the Sec- 
retary of State’s and President’s wel- 
come to him in the last two days, 
it might be well to give Mr. Willkie 
his rightful place as a true Amer- 
ican.” 

Our criticism of Mr. Willkie might 
have been narrow and small, but it 
does not follow that because a news- 
paper is big, it is necessarily right, 
or because a newspaper is small, it 
is wrong in differing from the view- 
points of the paper that is big finan- 
cially and in influence. According to 
democracy the little fellow has a 
right to express his views as well 
as the big fellow. 

Many of our Republican friends 
still believe implicity in Mr. Willkie 

in fact they are stronger for him 
now tii an they even were before the 
election. Other of our Republican 
friends can’t reconcile Mr. Willkie’s 
present attitude with the arguments 
lie repeatedly offered u few months 
ago while he was a candidate lor 
President. His admirers assert that 


Willkie’s actions in supporting 
President Roosevelt to the degree he 
is doing, indicate his breadth of vi- 
sion, and his placing of patriotism 
above narrow partisanship. Those 
who disagree with Mr. Willkie, con- 
tend he is an opportunist. 

It is interesting to observe how 
many persons believe that this coun- 
try is not at war, and will not be- 
come engaged in the war, and on the 
other hand, how many persons be- 
lieve this country is now actually (if 
not officially) involved in the war to 
such a degree that it must become 
totally engaged. Personally, we can’t 
visualize the probability of young 
men from this country being sent 
on any expeditionary force to Europe. 
Where in Europe would an American 
Expeditionary Force land, and what 
weapons will they have to fight with 
for the next 2 or 3 years ? The 
present war will be decided, insofar 
as Europe is concerned, this, year, 
unless we are quite mistaken.

In 1939 the number of cases 
tried was 2155, and in 1940 it was 
3412. The number of cases for al- 
leged violations of automobile and 
traffic laws in 1939 was 951, and in 
1940 it was 2168. In 1939 dangerous 
driving cases totalled 59, and 87 in 
1940. In 1940 there were 47 motor- 
ists charged with drunken driving; 
a decrease of 5 from 1939. In 1940 
673 persons were charged with drunk- 
enness, as compared with 701 in 
1939. In 1940 66 were charged with 
breaking and entering, and 98 with 
larceny. In 1939 the totals were 
37 and 67, respectively.

Two book reviews and selections 
from poems by South American poets 
were the features of the program of 
the Auburndale Review Club when 
it met Tuesday morning with Mrs. F. 
F. Davidson, 59 Woodland rd. 

The meeting was called to order 
by the president, Mrs. J. G. Patter- 
son and reports of coming Federa- 
tion events were brought to notice 
by several of the chairmen. Particu- 
lar attention was called to the School 
of Politics to be held at Newton 
Centre on February 17th sponsored 
by the Newton Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs and the Hobby Show to 
be put on the last of February under 
the direction of the Press and Pub- 
licity Committee of the State Fed- 
eration. 

The President announced that the 
topic for study decided upon at the 
recent special meeting was for a con- 
tinuation of this year’s topic “Our 
Neighbors to the South” with the ad- 
dition of “Our Neighbors to the 
North,” this to include Alaska and 
Canada. The chairman, Miss Eliza- 
beth Eaton will have the assistance 
of Miss Helen Calder and Mrs. Ar- 
thur G. Robinson in arranging the 
topics. 

A slight change was necessary in 
the program for the morning and the 
paper on "Wealth of the Indies” by 
Miss Calder was postponed till a 
Inter date, and in its place was a re- 
view of the book "Through a Brazil- 
ian Wilderness" Roosevelt. This re- 
view prepared by Mrs. Albert Pal- 
mateer who is wintering in Florida, 
was read by Miss Eaton. Mi's. Palma- 
teer had pictured this expedition of 
Theodore Roosevelt, his son Kermit, 
two naturalists and a group of men 


including guides, a doctor and a cook, 
as they made their way up the "River 
of Doubt” as they called it into re- 
gions of Brazil never entered before 
by a white man. Many of the ex- 
citing adventures along the 937 miles 
of water, later called Rio Roosevelt, 
were described including the killing 
of a jaguar by the elder Roosevelt. In 
spite of the death of one of the crew, 
the loss of canoes and supplies the ex- 
pedition was a success geographically 
and zoologically as many rare speci- 
mens were collected. 

The second book revieiv was given 
by Mrs. Arthur Freeman and was on 
T. R. Ybarra’s book “America Faces 
South.” The author was quoted as 
a foreign correspondent whose fath- 
er was a Venezuelan and his mother 
a native of Boston. His point of 
view seemed entirely unbiased. 

After showing the many points of 
difference among the 20 republics 
which comprise South America, even 
in the several languages spoken 
there, he said that the country could 
never be approached as an entity 
He felt Brazil was particularly 
friendly to us partly through trade 
and partly from fear of aggression 
by European countries. 

Chile also was not unfavorable to 
the United States, but Argentine had 
been prejudiced by Germany more 
than the others. There particularly 
a new Monroe Doctrine would be 
needed for amity, — not a doctrine of 
domination, but a 50-50 partnership. 

Selections from several outstand- 
ing South American poets, read by 
Mrs. Guy M. Winslow came next. 
These poems had been chosen from 
a collection of translations by Alice 
Stone Blackwell, and included “Gau- 
cho” by Jose Hermandiz, an epic of 
Argentine; “If a Thorn Wounds Me,” 
by Nervo, a Mexican poet; “Sun and 
Moon” by Chocano, of Peru; “For 
Her Who Does Not Dance,” by a 
woman author, Gabriela Mistral and 
“Song of the Pines,” by Auben Dario. 
An interesting feature was added 
when Mrs. Winslow introduced Sen- 
ora Orozco, head of the Spanish De- 
partment at Lasell Junior College 
who recited two poems in her native 
tongue.

Rotary Club 

The Rotary Club, on the occasion 
of its annual visit to the Newton 
Hospital on Monday of this week, 
,was addressed by Mr. Clifford Walk- 
er. the Executive Committee mem- 
ber of that institution. 

Dr. Edward Leonard was in charge 
of the meeting and introduced Miss 
Allen, administrator of the hospital, 
who responded with an invitation for 
a 1942 visit by the local club. There 
were several visiting Rotarians from 
nearby clubs in addition to eminent 
medical visitors, among whom was 
•Dr. Franklin Wood. Director of the 
McLean Hospital and President of 
the Boston Rotary Club. 

Mr. Walker, the speaker of the 
evening, is a well-known member 
of the legal profession in Boston and 
a resident of Waban. 

In addition to his responsibilities 
as an Executive Committee mem- 
ber. he is also Chairman of the 
School of Nursing Committee. The 
speaker selected three functions of 
a hospital to illustrate the organi- 
zation and personnel of the Newton 
Hospital. 

The first function care of the 
sick — was touched on by a descrip- 
tion of the 255 beds available for 
patients. Several times in recent 
months the demand exceeded the 
supply. There were approximately 
220 and some odd patients being 
hospitalized on Jan. 20th. 

The increase in the number of Blue 
Cross policyholders means more and 
better care for the sick. In many 
instances these cases would not come 
to a hospital or if they did it would 
be a “ward” case. This method of 
insurance provides for semi-private 
rooms and it is better for the pa- 
tient and the hospital. The Newton 
Hospital by its equipment, active 
staff, interne and nursing service is 
well prepared to meet the needs of 
the community. 

The hospital is to become, for this 
section, a place where draftees may 
be sent for x-ray and other examina- 
tion work. The school of nursing is 
ready to go ahead on a training 
program if the Defense Program au- 
thorities counsel it advisable. 

The second function of the hospi- 
tal is the acceptance of medical 
school graduates as internes for a 
period of one year. This provides a 
definite service to the new doctor 
because it gives him an opportunity 
for applying himself to practical 
problems under the close supervision 
of the active staff. 

Internes are accorded the privilege 
of attending staff conferences. The 
active staff comprises about 55 doc- 
tors in the Newtons and Wellesley. 
A consulting staff of various special- 
ists is available so that unusual cases 
and problems may receive special- 
ized diagnosis and treatment. The 
internes are carefully selected and 
they provide a 24-hour service to the 
people of Newton and Wellesley.

The third function of a hospital, 
according to Mr. Walker, is the 
maintenance of a school of nursing. 
This school makes it possible for 
young women to qualify ns able as- 
sistants to the medical men. In- 
tensive study and training is tne lot 
of the student nurse in the rapidly 
changing medical world. It is ex- 
tremely essential that these work- 
ers be up to date, and alert, and the 
completion of the required course of 
tudy gives to the community a group 
which is available for public needs.' 

Mr. Walker pointed out that the 
hospital was studying various ways 
and means to improve itself from a 
public relations aspect. The gov- 
erning boards of the hospital believe 
that any hospital is only as good as 
the reactions of ex-patients and their 
friends or relatives. 

When a patient leaves the New- 
ton Hospital, he or she receives a let- 
ter and a questionnaire asking what 
they liked or disliked about the care 
and treatment received. The re- 
sponses to these inquiries have re- 
ceived careful consideration and 
many changes have been made to 
bring about more natural or com- 
fortable surroundings for the pa- 
tients.

CONTINUE FEEDING THE 
BIRDS 

Get House Ready Now 
Donald B. Hyde 

The importance of continuing to 
put out suitable food for wild birds 
can not be overemphasized. Just be- 
cause the weather is mild do not 
think that the birds can again find 
food. 

Their natural supply of food has 
been permanently removed by the 
march of civilization and they are 
dependent on us from the first frost 
until spring comes again, regardless 
of how mild the weather becomes in 
the interim. 

It is now time to buy or build 
houses for nesting places. They 
should be erected and ready for oc- 
cupancy in February. 

In selecting a bird house be pos- 
itive that it is sufficiently insulated 
and properly ventilated and drained 
and never put one up without a clean 
out. 

Remember, too. that birds select 
a home by its interior dimension, 
height of hole, a bare floor and di- 
ameter of hole. Therefore determine 
what birds you want in your garden 
and buy or build accordingly but if 
you desire success you must select 
scientifically. ANY BOX WITH A 
HOLE IN IT does not make a bird 
house.

The annual meeting of the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce was held 
on Tuesday afternoon. Officers 
elected included Vincent C. Stanley 
of the Gamewell Company, President;

would enable them to obtain employ- 
ment.

In accordance with his request a 
requiem celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion was held at St. John’s Church, 
Franklin at 11) a. m. on Thursday, 
January 23rd. The rector, Reverend 
Houghton Fosbroke officiated.

Dur- 
ing that period he built churches 
in Medfield, Millis and Franklin and 
a parish house in Medway. He was 
called to the rectorship of St. Mary’s 
Church, Newton Lower Falls in 1922 
where he remained until his retire- 
ment in 1934. After a few months, 
however, he returned to active serv- 
ice as rector of St. James’ Church, 
Amesbury where he achieved most 
excellent results until his final ill- 
ness. 

He had previously been a 32d de- 
gree Mason, an active member of 
Excelsior Lodge A. F. & A. M. of 
Franklin, the Society of Mayflower 
Descendants and numerous welfare 
organizations. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. Helen M.

W. Miner, Curator at the Museum 
of Natural History in New York, 
Robert B. Miner of Madison, N. J., 
Howard D. Miner of Indianapolis, 
Ind. and a sister, Mrs. Harold B.

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Want New Department at 
Newton High School to 
Get Jobs For Graduates 

Principal Green Makes Report Showing 
Great Need for Proposed New Activity 


Supt. Warren recommended to the 
School Committee that a Placement 
Department be established at New- 
ton High School to assist students 
and graduates in obtaining employ- 
ment. This department would have 
a director and a full time secretary, 
and the annual expense was estima- 
ted at $3200. Carl Birmingham, now 
a teacher in the commercial division 
at the High School, would be made 
director, and another teacher ap- 
pointed to succeed him at a salary 
of about $2000. The secretary of 
the Placement Bureau would receive 
$780 per year; office expenses are es- 
timated at $120; travel expenses, 
$200. 

Relative to the Placement Depart- 
ment, Supt. Warren said that New- 
ton would be the first place to es- 
tablish this activity, if his recom- 
mendation will be accepted. He sub- 
mitted a report from Principal Green 
of the High School in reference to 
the proposed department. 

Mr. Green’s report stated in part — 

“Today the challenge to our Amer- 
ican way of life requires us to find 
ways and means of meeting that 
challenge by helping every boy and 
girl in our schools to feel economi- 
cally secure. This can be accom- 
plished best by helping them find 
gainful employment in part-time and 
full-time jobs, for our schools are no 
longer recognized agencies for educa- 
tional guidance and training only, 
but for job placement and follow-up 
as well in the job-area served by the 
school. 

“School placement means to a 
great extent assuming the respon- 
sibility for placement of all job- 
seeking students whose needs are not 
being met by other agencies. It is 
part, and a great part, of the De- 
fense of our American Democracy 
and Democratic Stability. 

“Placement service in the Newton 
High School has been given for many 
years as a voluntary service b.v 
teachers. In 1907 every member of 
a senior shorthand class was em- 
ployed before July 1 following grad- 
uation. In 1917 fifty-five graduates 
were placed in positions during April 
and May of their senipr year. Sen- 
iors in Business and Office Training 
Curricula are granted privilege of 
taking positions in the business world 
from April 1 on with the permission 
of the school. Most of these posi- 
tions were secured by the school, 
and candidates placed according to 
their qualifications. Within the last 
three years this service was en- 
larged to include the pupils of the 
Academic V Curriculum, a terminal 
curriculum. This is known as our 
Approved Work program. 

Progress of Work 

“Active in this work over the years 
have been Miss Wiley (retired), Miss 
Church, Miss Twiss, Mr. Newcomb, 
Mr. Birmingham, and Mr. Maxim 
through whose untiring efforts this 
service was developed. During the 
past five years Mrs. Newcomb, Mr. 
Birmingham, and Mr. Maxim have 
given an increasing amount of their 
afternoon, evening, and week-end 
hours to the employment interests of 
our pupils. Mr. Birmingham has 
been given an extra period T4 hours 
per week) from teaching duties to 
enlarge this service— to find employ- 
ment needs to follow up graduates to 
a limited extent, to contact em- 
ployers when possible, to interview 
pupils in school about jobs, to groom 
pupils for conferences, and to send 
•ouestionnaires to graduates as job 
follow-up. Thousands of telephone 
calls have been made, and hundreds

Car Killed One Boy, 
Injured Another; 
Driver Not Guilty 


In the Newton court yesterday 
John D. DeRosier, 37, of 87 Free- 
man st., Aubumdale was found not 
guilty by Judge Donald Mayberry 
on charges of manslaughter, driving 
a car so as tp endanger the lives of 
the public, and driving while under 
the influence of liquor. He was found 
guilty of driving without a license 
and registration, and these charges 
were placed on file. On December 
28 at 5 p. m. a car driven by De- 
Rosier hit and fatally injured Sar- 
kis Avedisian, 15, of 286 Melrose st., 
Aubumdale, and critically injured 
John Rooney, 13, of 305 Auburn st., 
Aubumdale, as the two boys were 
crossing Lexington st. at Freeman 
st. in that section. 

The Avedisian boy received a 
fractured skull, fractures of both 
legs, and other injuries. He died 
the next morning at Newton Hospi- 
tal. The Rooney boy received frac- 
tures of both legs. The force of the 
impact damaged both fenders and 
the hood on the automobile, broke 
a headlight and bent the number 
plate. DeRosier took the Rooney 
boy to the hospital in his car and 
the Avedisian boy was taken there 
by another autoist. Police questioned 
DeRosier at the hospital and placed 
him under arrest. According to the 
police he admitted that he had drank 
a couple of glasses of beer. 

In court yesterday the police pre- 
sented written testimony of informa- 
tion which had been given by Rob- 
ert LaVert, 16, of 87 Freeman st., 
and which the police assert was 
given voluntarily shortly after the 
accident. According to this testi- 
mony, young LaVert told the police 
that he was walking South on Free- 
man st. just before the accident oc- 
curred, and he saw the car approach- 
ing along Lexington st. at a speed of 
50 miles an hour. He said that he 
saw the two boys about in the mid- 
dle of the street, knew they would 
be hit, covered his ears and turned 
his head. Under questioning by De 
Rosier’s attorney in court yester- 
day, young LaVert changed his testi- 
mony considerably.

Newton Woman to 
Serve With Red 
Cross In London 

Miss Charlotte Raymond of 11 
Kimball Terrace, Nevvtonville, for 
the past seven years community nu- 
tritionist in Newton, will leave short- 
ly to serve in this profession in Lon- 
don. She will be with the Harvard 
School of Public Health, Red Cross 
Unit. This is the unit with which 
Dr. Hauser and Dr. John Gordon are 
working. 

Miss Raymond is a native of Fair 
Haven, Vermont, and graduated 
from Middlebury College in 1926. She 
later took a course at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital and then went to 
Truesdale Hospital, Fall River, as as- 
sistant dietitian.

County Hospital 
Tax $5774 Less 

The assessment on the City of 
Newton for 1941 as its share of the 
cost of maintaining the Middlesex 
County T. B. Hospital at Waltham 
is $39,515.87. The assessment for 
1940 was $45,289.41, or $5774 more. 
In addition, Newton must pay a per 
diem cost for all patients from this 
city who are treated at the sana- 
torium. A couple of years ago a 
special committee of Newton Aider- 
men investigated the method used in 
assessing the various cities and towns 
of Middlesex County for the mainte- 
nance of this hospital. They found 
that some cities and towns (includ- 
ing Newton) were being highly as- 
sessed, and the other units of the 
county were receiving the benefit of 
quite low assessments. The Newton 
Aldermen demanded a drastic change 
in the financing of the hospital to 
bring about more equitable assess- 
ments, but the County Commission- 
ers have not acceded to a great de- 
gree in meeting these demands.

College Causes 
$10,000 Damage 

St. Mary’s Hall, the first and most 
attractive building to be erected at 
the Boston College group at Chest- 
nut Hill, was the scene of a fire 
which started about 11 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning. Two men 
shoveling snow oy-erved smoke issu- 
ing from a window on the fourth 
floor of the building, and notified the 
telephone operator there. The opera- 
tor phoned to Newton fire alarm 
headquarters and Engines 9 and 3 
were sent to th^ scene. When Chief 
Randlett arrived, he ordered a sec- 
ond alarm. This brought most of the 
Newton fire trurl^. and in addition 
an engine and aerial ladder came 
from Brookline, and also apparatus 
from Brighton. 

The fire started in a bedroom and 
apparently started in a waste bas- 
ket. It spread to adjoining rooms 
and worked up into a gable room on 
the fifth floor. Scholastics who 
were in rooms on the fourth floor, 
marking examination papers, used

As Train Hits Car 

George Flanagan. 27, of 1725 Com- 
monwealth ave., West Newton, was 
fatally iniured last Saturday morn- 
ing at 1:58 when the automobile he 
was driving went through the gate 
at the Moody st. railroad crossing 
in Waltham and was hit by a milk 
train locomotive.

License Bicycles 
In Newton April 1 

A voluntary registration of bicy- 
cles will be started in Newton on 
April 1 under the sponsorship of the 
Newton Safety Council and the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. Li- 
censes to owners and riders of bicy- 
cles will be issued at the office of 
the Traffic Bureau at Police Head- 
quarters, West Newton. A fee of 
25 cents will be charged for the li- 
cense and the license plate. The 
plate will have the words “Newton, 
Mass.,” the date and the license 
number printed on it. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce will provide the 
initial expense, and will be reim- 
bursed from the fees paid. Schools 
will be canvassed for the names and 
addresses of pupils owning bicycles. 

Penalties for violations of rules, a 
list of which will be given to each 
iuvenile obtaining a license, are as 
follows: — first offence, warning to of- 
fender: second offence, school and 
home to be contacted: third offence, 
parents to be asked to impound bi- 
cycle for one or two weeks. 

The rules for safe riding of bicy- 
cles are — 

1. I will kdep this license in my 
possession at all times in case of 
accident or theft of bicycle. 

2. I will always ride on the right

Two-Platoon Will 
Not Make 1941 
Budget Higher 


Mayor Goddard has stated that he 
does not expect the budget for 1941 
to exceed to any extent that of 1940, 
and that the tax rate for this year 
will not be higher than that of last 
year. Many had believed that the 
establishment of the two-platoon 
system in the Fire Department, 
necessitating an appropriation of 
about $48,000, would result in a high- 
er tax rate, because of the big in- 
crease in the budget of that depart- 
ment. It is believed by the Mayor, 
however, that savings in other de- 
partments will offset the added cost 
of the Fire Department. There is a 
considerable sum which has been 
turned back to the City Treasury by 
various departments from their bud- 
get appropriations for 1940. This 
will total about $178,000. 

The Welfare Department had 
about $35,000 unexpended. This was 
largely the result of the big increase 
in employment caused by the Na- 
tional Defense Program. An unex- 
pended balance of about $29,000 
from the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment can be attributed to the same 
cause, plus more economical conduct 
of this department. The School De- 
partment saved S22.000 from its bud- 
get, largely in salaries due to a re- 
duction in the number of teachers. 
About S25.000 was returned from the 
appropriation for WPA administra- 
tive expenses, and $10,000 from the 
Street Department. 

Added to these savings in the va- 
rious departments, the city received 
about S60.000 more than was antici- 
pated from the State, in income

WHAT BUSINESS WANTS OF GOVERNMENT 

The topic for the Newton Community Forum on Sunday will 
be “What Business Wants of Government.” It should prove an 
interesting and thought-provoking session. With conditions as 
they are today in a world of chaos, there is no question that both 
business and government must co-operate. Government needs 
the co-operation and backing of industry in the preparations for 
adequate defense. It needs the co-operation of all business in the 
solutior of economic changes which are taking place to the end 
that we may have a better and happier America for all. 

Business needs the co-operation of government in the control 
and supervision of such activities that in times past have been used 
for selfish purposes and to the detriment of the less fortunate. 
Business needs the understanding of government to the end that 
it may not be stifled and burdened to the point where the goose 
that lays the golden egg is killed. Economic changes have taken 
place and more are in the offing. Together business and gov- 
ernment can find the solution. 


SEEING MUSIC AND HEARING PICTURES 

One of the most interesting controversies one could imagine 
was started this week when movie fans, music lovers, and 
artists found their respective worlds invaded and merged by 
the imagination of Walt Disney in the production of “Fantasia.” 
As an individual we have our own movie likes and dislikes. We 
profess to have no sense of true appreciation of classical music, 
and our artistic response is entirely personal. We would not at- 
tempt to impose our impressions of this new and revolutionary 
method of entertainment which is best described by the phrase 
“seeing music and hearing pictures” upon our readers. It is 
more than a movie, more than a concert, more than a work of 
art. In one sense it is entertainment, in another it is not. First 
impressions are baffling, yet reflections and reminiscence bring 
clearer realization that some of it is unbelievably enchanting, 
charming, and full of beauty, while other parts are clashing and 
discordant. Seeing music and hearing pictures is a new ex- 
perience — it is revolutionary. Most certainly a new advance has 
been made. We cannot say it is something no one should miss see- 
ing for it will impress some, disappoint others, and create en- 
tirely different and opposite reactions to persons of varied 
temperament. For it is well-named “Fantasia” — movies, music 
and art. combined to a considerable degree of success in a realm 
of fantasy and imagination.

At W Newton Savings 
Bank Gets Attention 


During the Greater Boston Com- 
munity Fund Drive the public and 
private schools of Newton were 
called upon to arrange and suitably 
decorate the banks throughout the 
city. The West Newton Savings 
Bank was assigned to the Levi F. 
Warren Junior High School. Before 
planning the display, the class of the 
ninth grade elective art students 
visited the banks and looked over the 
spac-w to be decorated. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Gam- 
mons, President and Mr. Champlin, 
Treasurer, the class was shown 
through the bank’s vaults which 
proved interesting to the students. 

The class was allowed to carry out 
its own ideas in creating a suitable 
Community Drive poster. The re- 
sulting decoration was the product 
of the combined suggestions of the 
class members. 

The display can be described as a 
map of Greater Boston, cut from 
wire mesh, edged with twisted rope 
of blue yarn.

Engine Whistle 
Gives Long Toot 

The whistle on a Boston & Albany 
freight locomotive which was switch- 
ing cars in the freight yard at New- 
tonville became stuck at 7:45 Mon- 
day morning and gave one long toot 
which lasted for over an hour, and 
was still tooting when the “engine” 
headed toward Allston. Some nerv- 
ous persons, who thought the country 
was being invaded, telephoned police 
headquarters. Other residents be- 
lieved that the long signa 1 was com- 
ing from some horn in an adjoining 
city which had been blown as a “no 
school" notice. 


One of the interesting features at 
meetings of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen is the report made at al- 
most every meeting by the Claims 
and Rules Committee on claims 
made against the city. The C. and 
R. Committee almost invariably acts 
on such claims on the recommenda- 
tion (or decision) made by the City 
Solicitor. And most of the recom- 
mendations (or decisions) of the City 
Solicitor are not favorable to the 
claimants. Anyone seeking damages 
from the City of Newton must have 
a strong case before Mr. Bartlett 
will recommend that the city "come 
across.” 

Many of the claims are unreason- 
able and are properly turned down. 
Others, in our opinion, that should 
be paid, are also rejected because 
the city takes advantage of legal 
technicalities. Among these are 
claims presented because of automo- 
biles being hit by city-owned trucks 
or cars. Under the law, the city 
need not pay damages for such col- 
lisions, even when city employees are 
at fault, except in the case of ve- 
hicles owned by the Water Depart- 
ment. The only legal redress the 
victim has — is to sue the driver of 
the truck involved. And most of 
the employees are not wealthy 
enough to be able to pay damages 
of any appreciable amount. 

Years ago a State law was enact- 
ed which permits cities and towns 
to carry liability insurance on motor 
vehicles they own, and a number of 
municipalities have since carried 
such insurance. Newton has re- 
fused to do so. It is not improbable 
that if automobiles owned by the Al- 
dermen (or the City Solicitor) were 
damaged by city-owned trucks, that 
our city government might vote to 
place liability insurance on motor 
vehicles owned by Newton. 

As an example of the care (or par- 
simony) exercised by the Board of 
Aldermen in paying claims for dam- 
ages, we refer to a claim acted on 
at the last meeting of that body. It 
was from the owner of a house in 
Newtonville where a copper, hot-wa- 
ter boiler had been ruined because 
city employees had not notified the 
occupants of the house that the wa- 
ter main on that street was to be 
shut off. The Aldermen voted to 
pay the owner of the ruined boiler 
only $13 because the boiler was 15 
years old, and the life of a copper- 
hot-water boiler is allegedly 20 years. 
We know of such boilers that are 
over 40 years old, are still in use, 
and apparently in good condition. 


Last week Boston newspapers con- 
tained the interesting information 
that Governor Leverett Saltonstall 
had applied for membership in the 
Charitable Irish Society of Boston. 
One has to have had Irish ancestors 
to be eligible for membership in this 
society. In his application Governor 
Saltonstall stated that he is a direct 
descendant (eighth generation) of 
Margery Browne who was born in 
Cork, Ireland, in 1714; and John 
Sullivan, who was born in Limerick, 
Ireland, in 1690. After their mar- 
riage they migrated to this country 
and settled in Berwick, Maine. Mar- 
jory Browne is not an Irish name, 
and even though she may have been 
born in Cork, we suspect she was 
partly of English ancestry. There is 
no questioning, however, the Hiber- 
nianism of John Sullivan, who was 
born in Limerick. We had the 
thought that this ancestor of the 
Governor’s might have been a 
member of that Sullivan family of 
Maine, famous as leaders in the 
Revolutionary war, but we were in- 
formed that this was not so, as this 
Sullivan ancestor of Mr. Saltonstall 
later moved to Massachusetts. 

We read long ago of the Gov- 
ernor’s distinguished English ances- 
tor, Sir Richard Saltonstall. We 
also read of his connections with 
that outstanding Massachusetts 
family, the Lawrences. But, until we 
read in the papers last week, we 
were not aware that he had any 
Sullivan blood in his veins. We do 
not know when Mr. Saltonstall 
learned of this fact, but we suppose 
he has known it for a long time. 
Assuming this to be so, he used ad- 
mirable restraint in concealing this 
fact during the two campaigns In 
which he was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Because of the changed racial 
complexion of Massachusetts it 
might have been a considerable po- 
litical asset, even though the Irish 
strain is but a tiny fraction of Mr. 
Saltonstall’s racial make-up. For, In 
eight generations, one has a regi- 
ment of ancestors. 


How fickle is fame. How fleeting 
popularity can be. Only a few years 
ago Charles A. Lindbergh was the 
most idolized young man this coun- 
try had enthused over in modern 
times. Streets were named after 
him in cities, towns were named 
after him, he was held up as a model 
for our youth. In fact, the country 
raved over Lindbergh. With many 
others, the writer believed that 
much of the enthusiasm over Lind- 
bergh resulted from clever publicity 
by the aviation interests of this 
country, and we so stated some years 
ago. We commented at that time 
that the tragedy in the lives of 
Lindbergh and his wife, caused by 
the kidnapping and murder of their 
child might not have occurred but 
for the tremendous amount of pub- 
licity which ho had previously re- 
ceived. 

Later, in an efTort to escape from 
this unwanted publicity, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh went to England to 
reside. They charted air routes over 
the dangerous North Atlantic in the 
interests of aviation. They travelled 
extensively over various European 
countries. Because of his promin- 


ence, Lindbergh was given extra- 
ordinary opportunities in Russia, 
Germany and other countries, to 
visit airplane factories, and to ob- 
tain detailed information about the 
progress or aviation in the coun- 
tries he visited. He accepted an 
honor conferred upon him by the 
Nazi government of Germany. Then 
came his statement in 1938 about 
the strengtn of the German air 
force as compared with the air forces 
of Russia, Britain and France. At 
once Lindbergh was denounced as 
being pro-German, and a tool of 
the Nazis. His statement about the 
alleged superiority of German’s air- 
might was sneered at in this country, 
but Neville Chamberlain and other 
British leaders were influenced by it. 
Not long atterward in Poland and 
elsewhere it was revealed that Lind- 
bergh had been stating facts when 
he told of the sunerior strength of 
the German air force. 

During the past year and more, 
Lindbergh has become increasingly 
unpopular because of his views on 
the war in Europe, and his insist- 
ence that this country shall not 
become involved in that war. The 
writer was one of those who be- 
lieved that Lindbergh was pro-Ger- 
man after the famous flier had made 
his comparison of the various Eu- 
ropean air forces in 1938. Subse- 
quently we believed we had done 
Lindbergh an injustice. We now be- 
lieve he is intensely American and 
sincere in what he says. We also 
believe he knows much more about 
what he is discussing than do most of 
those who have been condemning 
him. We do not agree with all his 
views. We believe that this country 
can be devastatingly attacked by 
enemy air forces in the future, and 
that we should be prepared to re- 
sist any possible attacks, either from 
Europe, or on our Pacific coast. We 
do agree with Colonel Lindbergh 
that this country should not become 
involved in a war for world domina- 
tion between foreign empires. 

Congressman George Hold-on 
Tinkham is quite opposed to unre- 
stricted aid to Great Britain. Mr. 
Tinkham may be sincere in this op- 
position, even though some contend 
that he is catering to a large per- 
centage of his constituents. This 
charge, however, cannot be reason- 
ably made against Congresswoman 
Edith Nourse Rogers who has been 
consistently demanding that as part 
payment for the billions which *he 
U. S. A. is going to give Britain 
this country should receive the hun- 
dreds of millions of British capital in- 
vested not only in the U. S. A., but 
also in South American countries.

Walker-Gordon Milk Co. 
Expands Facilities 


Plans for the expansion and mod- 
ernization of the Walker-Gordon 
Laboratory Company’s facilities at 
Charles River Village which were re- 
cently acquired by the United Farm- 
ers Co-operative Creamery Associa- 
tion include the enlargement of the 
herd of 300 cows now being milked. 
Supplemented by a similar number 
the additions will be drawn from 
some 2,000 of the finest herds in 
New England owned by farmers own- 
ing stock in the cooperative. 

The scope of research work done 
at the Charles River Laboratory will 
be broadened and continuation of co- 
operative research work with the 
Walker-Gordon plant at Plainsboro, 
N. J., will be maintained. 

The rotolactor which attracted the 
interest of thousands at the World’s 
Fair will be housed in a special build- 
ing designed to take care of specta- 
tors who will be permitted to view 
the intriguing operation at all times. 

The apparatus which has a milking 
capacity of 50 cows an hour will be 
located on the site of the four large 
silos standing in the center of the 
barns. In addition to the extension 
of the barns large ramps will con- 
verge on the rotolactor building from 
the bams. 

The Walker-Gordon Laboratory 
Company is the outgrowth of the pi- 
oneer attempt to modify milk for in- 
fant feeding by the prescription 
method. The original laboratories 
were started in Boston in 1891. Since 
that date the history of Walker-Gor- 
don is the history of the improve- 
ment of milk. The company was 
founded by three Boston men, Dr. 
Thomas M. Rotch, George H. Walk- 
er and Gustavus Gordon, who were 
appalled at the high infant mortality 
rate and were convinced that impure 
milk was its chief cause. 

The present site of the Walker- 
Gordon Laboratories at Charles Riv- 
er Village comprises 500 acres and 
occupies the original tract where the 
three men first established their pro- 
ducing farm. The acquisition of 
these facilities by the United Farm- 
ers Association is another progressive 
step by this fast-growing organiza- 
tion.

Fantasia Provokes 
Thought of Critics 
And Movie Public 


With a gala premiere openingcm 
Tuesday evening at the Majestic 
Theatre, Boston, “Fantasia, the 
much-heralded new Walt Disney pro- 
duction was received with much en- 
thusiasm and astonishment. The 
combination of movies, music and 
art which the imagination of Dis- 
ney has conceived promises to con- 
tinue to attract the interest of the 
audience as well as provoke the con- 
troversial thought of critics and the 
public for some time to come. 

The overture to Fantasia begin- 
ning with the shadowy impression of 
the Philadelphia Symphonic Orches- 
tra taking their places under the di- 
rection of Leopold Stokowski and 
the interpretation in colors and mov- 
ing patterns of music of Toccata and 
Fugue by Bach was chosen because 
of the beauty of the tone of its pat- 
terns. 

The interpolations by Deems Tay- 
lor serve as a practical means of 
putting before the audience an ex- 
planation of the purposes of each of 
the numbers on the programs. The 
Nutcracker Suite by Tchaikovsky 
with the six dances is most pleas- 
ing. Under its spell the imagination 
discovers why flowers and grasses 
sparkle, why leaves change color, 
what snowflakes are and that a 
clump of thistles or a cluster of 
mushrooms are not at all what they 
may seem. Seemingly the artists 
have achieved the impossible. 

Changing its theme almost entire- 
ly Fantasia moves on the Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice to the music of Dukas. 
With Mickey Mouse in the title role 
this number is a more typical Walt 
Disney movie short while the mu- 
sic definitely tells the story of the 
difficulties in which that beloved 
character finds himself. 

Turning to the primitive and dra- 
matic portrayal inspired by Strav- 
insky^ “Rite of Spring” the produ- 
cers turned to the world of science 
to picture the first two billion years 
of life upon this planet, departing 
from the primitive life in a series of 
tribal dances and rituals originally 
represented. The convulsions of a 
new-born world, cataclysmic uphea- 
vals that remoulded the face of the 
earth and the death battles of in- 
credible monsters combine to pro- 
vide a terrific impact. 

Following the intermission which 
serves to give the audience time to 
recover from the tension of the vio- 
lent mood of 'The Rite of Spring” 
the Disney fantasy goes on to the 
nature-loving mood of Beethoven. 
The music itself is performed as

Beethoven wrote it but where the 
composer pictures a quiet brook in 
the countryside Disney pictures a 
brook where the winged horse, Pe- 
gasus, and his family swim and ca- 
vort with one little offspring per- 
forming the well-known Dopey role 
of the Disney "Snow White” pro- 
duction. Fauns and cupids, centaurs 
and centaurettes frolicking in a har- 
vest festival in honor of Bacchus. 
The portrayal of a storm with Zeus 
and Vulcan leaning from the clouds 
and tossing giant thunderbolts to 
earth followed by the calm with Iris, 
goddess of the rainbow, Apollo and 
his chariot of the sun and Diana, who 
shoots her star-tipped arrow from 
the crescent moon and the descend- 
ing cloak of Morpheus bringing sleep 
to the tired world leave one with 
an impressionistic effect of the Dis- 
ney imagination. 

The tempo of the music of Pon- 
chielli in the Dance of the Hours 
provides a delightful setting for the 
ballerina of Hyacinth Hippo and El- 
phanchine with a hint of something 
to come unveiling an illusive mood 
of breathless desire. 

From the light humorous tone of 
the preceding number Fantasia sud- 
denly leaps into the terrifying mood 
of Monssorgsky’s Night on Bald 
Mountain where death and destruc- 
tion howl and shriek with the thun- 
der and tempo of the demons and 
monsters which he heard racing this 
music. In pagan times tradition 
holds that worshippers of evil gath- 
ered on the wind-swept summit of 
Bald Mountain to do homage to the 
Black God, Tchemobog. Reaching 
its climax Fantasia finds a distinct 
contrast in the music of Schubert’s 
“Ave Maria” symbolizing in Fanta- 
sia the ever-hoped for peace and 
good-will and life.

taxes disbursement, and other chan- 
nels. These amounts, plus a $50,000 
surplus which was on hand at the 
beginning of the year, gives the city 
a surplus now of about $300,000, in 
addition to a surplus of $107,000 in 
the Water Department. From this 
large amount, the Mayor might rec- 
ommend the taking of $100,000 for 
the purpose of reducing the tax rate 
for 1941. 

There will be about $20,000 less 
needed for the Treasury Department 
this year because of the retirement 
of bonds and the resultant savings in 
interest. The smaller expenditures 
the past year by other departments 
will probably cause reductions in 
their budgets for 1941. It is in this 
way that the added cost of the Fire 
Department is expected to be offset.

Stating that the pacifist hope for 
a stalemate in the present conflict 
since a victory of either side will not 
be permanent Dr. Clarence R. Skin- 
ner. dean of Tufts College School 
of Religion and the Crane Theologi- 
cal School, presented the case for 
the pacifist at the meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club Monday noon 
at the Brae Burn Country Club. 

Dr. Skinner, emphasizing that the 
views were personal and not those 
of Tufts College, spoke on “Why I 
Am a Pacifist.” He said the paci- 
fists were not fifth columnists or 
saboteurs, but that many of them 
were engaged in non-combatant work 
in England. 

Dr. Skinner gave as the first of 
three reasons for being a pacifist the 
fact that science in war or militar- 
ism is so far advanced that it can 
result in complete extinction of the 
human race. He cited as examples 
the destruction of Coventry and the 
blasting of Poland. Furthermore, he 
said, war was outmoded since cul- 
ture has passed beyond the stage 
when force can settle anything. He 
stated that when man decides that 
war is of no use we will shorten 
the distance between cultural advance 
and our mental progress. 

His third reason against war was 
that it was morally wrong, since 
the winner does not convince his 
antagonist that his ideas are right 
and the loser will not submit to the 
victor’s ideas. The speaker main- 
tained that the Dutch, Belgians and 
Norwegians would not remain quies- 
cent and will never adopt Hitleristic 
Nazism. 

According to Dr. Skinner, use or 
desire to use military force in a 
war of aggression will be eliminated 
by the advance of culture. He stated 
that defense by pacifistic methods 
will be effective because our minds 
will have been disciplined. He point- 
ed Gandhi of India out as being 
the man who employed pacific meth- 
ods most successfully. 

A visitor from Denver, Col., in- 
vited members of the club to be pres- 
ent at the coming international con- 
vention at Denver. 

Harry A. Starr of Waltham, dis- 
trict governor, urged the members 
to attend the mid-year assembly at 
Ashburnham on Thursday. Cameron 
Beck will be the speaker. 

President John J. Cahill conducted 


the meeting and Charles Meeker, 
chairman of the program commit- 
tee introduced the speaker. Group 
singing was held under the direction 
of Cecil Clark with Lou Haffermehl 
at the piano. 


Police To Seize 
Slot Machines 


On Tuesday Chief of Police 
Hughes ordered the sergeants of the 
Newton police department to visit 
stores throughout the city where it 
is thought slot machines may be in 
use, and determine if any of these 
machines can bo classified as gam- 
bling machines, and are therefore 
illegal. Complaints have been made 
that there are slot machines in 
stores, including two at Newton 
Corner which, in the opinions of some 
persons, are gambling machines. 
Chief Hughes also has ordered the 
apprehension of persons engaged in 
horse racing and number pool gam- 
bling. 


Newton Hospital Filled 
With Grippe Patients 

Although the Newton Hospital has 
been filled nearly to capacity the 
past few weeks with patients sick 
with diseases of the upper respira- 
tory tract, including many victims 
of the grippe epidemic, the hospital 
has been able to take care of all de- 
mands on it. Most of the time dur- 
ing the past few weeks, there have 
been over 200 patients at the hos- 
pital. Despite the prevalence of the 
grippe and several colds, the num- 
ber of pneumonia cases has been 
about the same as for the corre- 
sponding period last year. During 
the first three weeks of the month, 
the police ambulance took 66 pa- 
tients to the hospital. 

Newton physicians, nurses and 
pharmacists have been quite busy 
the past month because of the thou- 
sands who have had the grippe and 
colds. The epidemic has been on the 
wane for the past week and a half, 
but many who were victims of it are 
still in a weakened condition, and 
coughs are common. 

The death list in Newton will be 
unusually high this month. Already 
there have been 63 deaths in the 
city; a large percentage of those dy- 
ing were persons of advanced age.

Rindge Tops Newton 
In Seventh Victory 

With but three league games Jeft 
for each team to play in the Sub- 
urban league basketball race the 
title definitely seems headed to 
Rindge Tech with its record of seven 
straight victories. The Engineers 
chalked up their seventh win at 
Newton on Wednesday turning back 
the orange and black threat in a 
32 to 22 game.

Britain Permits 
Mercy Ships 
To Pass Blockade 


Britain has agreed to allow cloth- 
ing and certain foodstuffs sent by 
the United States to pass the British 
blockade. But this distribution is to 
be carefully supervised by the Am- 
erican Red Cross. To unoccupied 
France, to Spain. and to Finland 
vast cargoes of food, medical sup- 
plies and clothing will be sent, to 
relieve the hunger and want of these 
peoples who are suffering from war 
invasion and the destruction of their 
entire possessions. 

This may be said to be in the na- 
ture of an experiment, for only as 
the terms of the agreement are kept, 
and only as Finland and Spain re- 
main neutral and undominated by the 
Axis Powers, may these necessities 
continue to come to provision and 
save them in their distress. Only 
so long as Finland and Spain can 
withstand Axis demands will the 
Red Cross, even, be permitted by 
Britain to pass the blockade. The 
Finnish consul has informed Chair- 
man Norman H. Davis that year- 
round shipments can be made to Pet- 
samo, Finland’s Arctic port. Britain 
has given permission for between 
SI. 000 000 and S2.000.000 worth of 
Red Cross supplies to pass through 
the blockade. 

The American Red Cross an- 
nounces. therefore, that it will start 
loading its “mercy ship” for unoccu- 
pied FYance and Spain, the “Cold 
Harbor.” of the United States Lines, 
in Baltimore. Maryland, about Jan. 
21st. The boat will carry for France 
500 tons of powdered whole milk: 
250 tons of evaporated and condensed 
milk: 25 tons of children’s clothing, 
chiefly layettes and sweaters, pro- 
duced by the women volunteers in all 
Red Cross Chapters; and $100,000 
worth of drugs and vitamin concen- 
trates. Also aboard will be similar 
cargoes for Spain, and flour and 
wheat, which is their especial need. 

In addition, the ship will take 10.- j 
000 boxes for distribution to soldiers I 
of Britain. Poland, France and Bel- 
gium. now captive in German prison ' 
camps. 

On or about Jan. 15th, an Ameri- 
can Red Cross “mercy ship,” carry- 
ing a $850,000 cargo, or more, of 
critically-needed relief supplies for 
Greek war victims, left New York | 
for Athens, sailing via Suez. This is » 
a freighter, provided free by the 
Greek Government, the S.S. Kassan- 1 
dra Louloudis. Food, clothing, and ' 
complete hospital units comprise its 
cargo, for this country that is oppos- i 
ing the Axis Powers so valiantly. j 
Also 10 trucks, dried fruits, cereals, j 
flour, blankets, and ambulances if | 
delivery can be made of certain or- 
ders in the latter list. 

Cables of gratitude have been re- 
ceived from Alexander Korizis, 
president of the Administrative , 
Committee for American Relief in! 
Greece at Athens; and from Spyros , 
P. Sko uras, head of the Greek War | 
Relief Association* a wire of grati- 
tude for the aid of the Red Cross 
in the emergencies confronting their 
country.

hand side of the road and in single 
file if riding in a group. 

3. I will ride as near to the curb 
as possible when vehicles are at- 
tempting to pass me. 

4. I will always obey the signals 
of police officers, traffic lights and 
signs. 

5. I will always for my own safe- 
ty allow the motorist the "right of 
way." 

6. I will never allow another per- 
son to ride on my bicycle with me. 

7. I will never "hitch on" to an- 
other vehicle or attempt "stunt" rid- 
ing on the highways. 

8. I will keep the brakes, horn 
or hell and lights on my bicycle in 
good repair. 

9. I will keep both hands on the 
handle bars.

moval. Of this amount, about $40,000 
was used in removing the snow which 
fell last Friday and Saturday. The 
snow which fell late Friday after- 
noon and early that evening was wet 
and caused a soggy foundation 
which stuck to the street surfaces. 
Later Friday night and early Sat- 
urday morning, powdery snow fell. 
Automobiles parked on streets all 
night, in violation of the city ordi- 
nance, handicapped the work of 
plowing the streets. In addition, a 
number of cars which became stalled 
were added obstacles. All the prin- 
cipal streets in the city were open 
for travel early Saturday morning 
and by noon on that day all the city’s 
highways had been plowed, and most 
of them had been well plowed. 

Conger Eel Reaches Ten 

Feet in Length Often 

Eels have been called “snake-likc. 
fish,” and that is what they really 
are. Many eels have small scales, 
but even so their bodies are smooth 
to the touch, as are snakes. 

Eels swim after the manner of 
snakes, but go much faster. 

Usually a full-grown eel is from 
two to four feet long. There arc 
cases, however, of eels with a length 
of from 6 to 10 feet. 

The female eel grows larger than 
the male. The difference may not 
amount to much, but among the 
conger eels it is very great. The 
female conger may be more than 
twice the size of a male. 

Conger eels are the biggest in the 
family. Several are on record with 
a length of 9 or 10 feet, and a weight 
of from 90 to 110 pounds. 

A giant conger eel may have a 
body six inches thick. In its mouth 
are sharp, closely-placed teeth, and 
it can bite its enemies with great 
force. If a fisherman pulls up such 
an eel, he should take great care. 
It is a strong fish, and if loose in 
the boat can do damage. 

Conger eels spend all their lives 
in the sea. In this way they differ 
from most other eels, which dwell 
in salt water only part of the time. 

Another eel which lives only in salt 
water is the ‘‘thread eel” or ‘‘snipe 
eel.” It has a body hardly thicker 
than a lead pencil, but its length is 
from two to three feet. 

Another queer type is the “spiny 
eel.” Spiny eels live in rivers of 
Africa and the East Indies. They 
have many sharp spines along the 
back. 

The jet black “gulper eel” is a 
deep sea fish. It grows to be five or 
six feet long, and is noted for its 
strong appetite. 

The gulper has a big mouth, and 
its under jaw can be swung about 
freely. Sometimes this eel attacks 
fish which are too big for it to han- 
dle. A gulper was found dead at the 
surface of the ocean, and inside it 
was a fish of large size. 


Great Difference Noted 

In Musical Instruction 

Some interesting comments and 
sidelights on the teaching of music 
in the schools and on methods of 
teaching are made in an interview 
by Mr. Hubert Martindale of To- 
ronto. 

First and foremost Mr. Martindale 
finds a great difference now as 
against conditions 10 years ago. The 
teaching of music in the schools in 
his opinion has wrought a great 
change for the better and he sees no 
reason why there should not be a 
continued improvement. 

The main point that is pertinent 
in his remarks concerns the method 
of teaching, for Mr. Martindale be- 
longs to the school that believes in 
production of sound by means of the 
vocal cords and air passages in the 
head. This theory holds that the 
lips and teeth have nothing to do 
with voice production, but only to 
speak the words. 

Following up on this theory Mr. 
Martindale’s idea is that the best 
preliminary training for music is 
reading aloud. He contends that 
many children do not sing well be- 
cause they do not know how to ar- 
ticulate properly, and that there are 
many good voices. 

Certainly the teaching of music 
1 has a fine background effect, even 
I though children never become sing- 
I ers. It is all part of the general 
1 cultural effect and certainly a bene- 
fit to the child.

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of letters written, in an effort to 
place pupils in positions where they 
have the best chances for success. 
The efficient and altruistic efforts 
of these teachers in this field deserve 
great commendation. 

"The study of Class of 1940 grad- 
uates of Office Training, Business 
and Academic V Curricula (all three 
essentially terminal) and 13 pupils 
from the other curricula of the school 
(College and Academic) reveals the 
following:

"Of the employed 42 were placed 
by the school on approved work be- 
fore graduation in June. The school 
plr.ced a total of 52. (Also some 18 
were placed in the year 1940 to date 
who have been out of school from 
1 to 9 years, making a total of 70 
placements.) An additional 70 are 
self-placed. Several have had twu 
or three jobs since leaving school. 

"We estimate that some 100 boy 
and girl graduates of the Class of 
1940 in the other curricula (Col- 
lege and Academic 1, 2, 3, 4) have 
actually made graduation the ter- 
minus of their formal training and 
have had little or no placement serv- 
ice. It is impossible to adequately 
serve this group under the present 
plan. 

Case Analysis 

"A case analysis of each one of 
the 225 partially served by the school 
has been made. 

‘‘Also it is interesting to note that 
Mr. Birmingham interviewed 225 pu- 
pils from Class of 1940 and 56 who 
were out of school but who came 
back for help, and Mr. Maxim had 
172 interviews — pupils from night 
school, parochial school, and forme f 
graduates. Seventy were actually 
placed from this group of 453, sug- 
gesting the need for increased time 
and effort to help these applicants. 
This cannot be done with the pres- 
ent set-up. 

"This study does not take into ac- 
count the part-time jobs, jobs for 
a day or two, such as mothers’ help- 
ers, maid service, etc., which are 
now handled by an already over- 
crowded guidance office. During the 
school year 1939-40, 517 pupils were 
placed in this type of job. Since 
September 1 of this year we have 
had requests for 197 pupils for this 
work. 


Ship Barnacles

He said that 
an early objective is for the city to 
beautify all vacant city properties, 
and convert them wherever practi- 
cal into parks. He said that own- 
ers of vacant lots of land should be 
encouraged to clean all refuse and 
anything unsightly off such land. He 
also advocated that city authorities 
restrict so far as practical, billboard 
advertising, unnecessary gasoline 
stations, overhead wires, and any- 
thing which detracts from the ap- 
pearance of the city.
